Five mangled and disfigured Viet- 


namese children arrived at the Los 
Alamltos Naval Air Station Saturday and 
were taken to three Southland hospitals 
to undergo mpnths of treatment. 


The three boys and two girls, aged 10 


to 14, were brought to the United States 
under the sponsorship of the Committee 
of Responsibility for War-Injured Viet* 
namese Children. The U.S. Air Force pro- 
vided the transportation for the children 
and their Vietnamese companion, 


ON HAND l!o greet the children were 


Bob Churchill, chairman of the Los Ange- 
les Chapter for the Committee of Respon- 
sibility; Dr. and Mrs. Leonard M. Linde, 
vice chairmen; and Lu Chevalier of Mid- 
way City and Dr. Phiet T. Bui, Viet- 
namese-born volunteers/ 


from the naval air station, the chil- 


dren were taken to Htintington Park Mis- 
sion Hospital, Northridge Hospital and 
Sherman Oaks Hospital. The hospitals 
have donated beds and care, and doctors 
have volunteered their services. 


The children will be treated for war- 


injuries ranging from an amputated left 
arm to severe facial burns. They were 
recommended to the Committee of Re- 
sponsibility by doctors in Vietnam. They 
must have multiple injuries. 


Mrs. Chevalier, who left Vietnam 


three years ago, explained why the chil- 
dren cannot be treated in their own coun- 
try: 


"In Vietnam, we have limited facili- 


ties. There is little or no help for people 
who need plastic surgery or prosthetic 
devices. Besides, the soldiers are treated 
before civilians. In a country wracked by 
war, disfigurement becomes a fact of 
life." 
/ 
; 


SHIRLEY LINDE said the lack of doc- 


tors and medical supplies magnifies the 
treatment problems. 


"There are only 150 nonmilitary doc- 


tors to treat a population of some 15 mil- 
lion people," she said. "In the hospitals, 
there is often not enough bandages or 


drugs. One child we brought over had not; 
had his bandages changed ,,ln a ; month.- 
Penicillin is sold widely on the blacl< 
market, but the hospitals get very little.". 


Because of the scarcity of care in; 


Vietnam, the Committee of Responsibiii* 
ty was formed three years ago to bring 
war-injured children to the United States. 


The nonprofit and apolitical committee 


pays for ail the childrens' expenses and 
finds foster homes for them while they 
are In the United States. 


"We have brought over 86 children, 


and it's expensive. Many hospitals do not 
provide free care, so it can cost us $100 a 
day for each child,'* Mrs. Lindo said. 
"We also have to pay expenses of a Viet- 
namese nurse or social worker who ac- 
companies each group of children. If wo 
had more money, we could help so many 
children." 


BESIDES money, Mrs. Linde said the 


CommUtee needed volunteers to help 
with fund raising activities and to set up 
a Harbor chapter. Interested persons can 
contact her at the committee office, 407 
N. Maple Drive, Beverly Hills. 


Volunteers are also needed to provide 


foster homes for the children while they 
are in and out of the hospitals. According 
to Bob Churchill, most children are here 
from six months to a year. 


"Some of the paraplegic children must 


be kept here until the war ends, because 
they must have constant access to a hos- 
pital," he said. 


Besides getting a helping hand from 


American .citizens, Mrs. Linde said the 
Committee needed a helping hand from 
— the U.S. government. 


"It took six weeks for us to — get 


through the red tape and bring these chil- 
dren here. In that six weeks, two children 
we were going to bring, died," she said. 


Despite the hassle,. Mrs. Linde said 


the Committee's work is worthwhile. 


"One boy we brought over was 14, had 


worms, was anemic, and weighed 45 
pounds. .He had both his legs blown off. 
While he was here, he reached 90 pounds/ 
got two artificial legs and learned how to. 
makel prosthetic devices. We arranged 
for' him to work in a prosthetic plant in 


* Vietnam," she said.

The Phillies have been struck by a 


wave of injuries. Manager Frank Luc- 
chesi has lost for extended periods, 
catchers Tim McCarver, Mike Ryan and 
Mike Compton; outfielder Johnny Briggs, 
third baseman Don Money; utility man 
Ricardo Joseph; and outfielder Oscar 
Gamble. 


It's gotten so that Phillies' players are 


helping each other up and'down steps 
and across the street. 


Bill Giles, a club vice president, decid- 


ed the answer wasn*t on the farm team. 
Compton and Gamble were brought up, 
and they got hurt. Giles looked for some- 
thing. 


He found it in of all places, Paradise. 
That's Paradise, Pa. It's in Lancaster 


County, Pa., about 60 miles from Phila- 
delphia. Jacob. Zook lives in Paradise. 


He's an Hexologist. 


Giles has purchased hex signs from 


Zook to discourage any recurrences of 
the hoodoo which threatens to set a ma- 
jor league record for fractures, sprains, 
bruises and strains on one club.

Lamar is the sixth and 


youngest child of a man

portedly won a rig in a 
poker game and borrowed 
$50 to sink his first oil 
well, His fortune now is 
variously estimated at be- 
tween $400 million .and $2 
billion.

opportunity to visit Yes Bay, don't let anybody say 
"NO" to you. As most of you fishermen know, I have 
been around North America, and I know beauty when I 
see it. fceauty is here. 


On the other side of the coin, however, is another 


statement that no on« dares dispute. If somebody asks 
the question, "Does jt rain at Yes Bay?" the answer has 
to bo YES! 


It seems incredible that a person can boar4 a West- 


ern Airlines Jet at Lo$ Angeles International Airport at 
8 o'clock In the morning and be fishing by 3 p.to. In 
Alaska that same day. Not only that, but you fish until 
10:30 p.m. and still make the dock before dark if you 
are not too far away. 


There were some vacant seats on our flight to Seat- 


tle but once we loaded from there it was standing- 
room-only and some standees were left at the counter to 
take another nonstop flight to Anchorage. 


When one lands at Annette Island, he wonders why 


not Ketchikan, which' is just a few miles away. An air- 
port is being built at Ketchikan for jets, but for years 
Annette has been the stopping place for big planes. The 
U. S. Coast Guard has a. terrific installation there, and 
the runways are long enough to accommodate the largest 
planes even in icy winter. 
' 


GUESTS COMING TO YES BAY have to be ferried 


by float planes to the lodge, about 50. miles from An- 
nette Island. We had a short wait for departing fisher- 
men flying from Yes Bay to Annette, and discovered 
that an 11-year-old boy, Bill Bowness, Los Angeles, had 
been the champion of the trip preceding ours. He was 
taking home two frozen 32-pound king salmon, whereas 
his dad, Harold, had only one of the same weight.

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Q. What was their effect 


on the economy in gener- 
al? 


A. They topped the price 


rises and they held prices 
down, very steadily, as I 
say from 1943 to 1946 when 
everything more or less 
went to pieces. 


Soon as the war was 


over* of course the motiva- 
tion began to decrease as 
people began to want to be 
free of all controls, natu- 
rally. We got rid of them I 
think a year too soon be- 
cause after the controls 
were gone prices, which 
had risen about 3 or 4 per 
cent in three years, went 
up 24 per cent in less than 
2 years — 18 months. 


Q. When were they over, 


in '46. 


A. '46 July. They were 


pretty well shot though by 


May or June of that year. 


Q. What special prob- 


lems did you have in en- 
forcing the wage and price 
controls? 


A. We had also ration- 


ing, you see, which is an- 
other factor entirely. And 
probably the most difficult 
thing we had to do was ga- 
soline rationing. You had a 
series of tickets. And 
you'd go to a station to get 
gasoline. And you'd ask 
for so many gallons and 
pay for it and you'd also 
pay for it in tickets... 


Q. What was the most 


difficult thing personally

But this time it's not a song about a Cadillac- 


driyjng.welfare recipient but about a man driving a 
"worn out car," pulling "a home-made trailer with - 
everything we own." 


"Color Me Country" tells of a poor, uneducated 


farmer who uproots his family to move on and "go 
looking for a new life for my kid and my wife." 


IN HIS song Eddie Burns of Abilene, Tex., tells 


the story of a, poverty stricter dirt farmer who 
"couldn't make it on that worked out farm no 
more/' The farm is near the central Texas town of 
Breckenridge. 


Folks in Breckenridge, comity seat of Stephens 


County, heard the tune and immediately fired off a 
barrage of sharply worded letters to the record 
company requesting "immediate withdrawal" of 
the recording. 


A bulletin from the BreckenridgeJ Chamber of 


Commerce termed "Color Me Country" an "affront 
to Stephens County, Breckenridge, and every rural 
Texas community." 


Lloyd MayWry, program director of radio sta- 


tion KSTB in Breckenridge said, "Many of our lis- 
teners are Eddie Burns fens, particularly in the 
Abileiri area. We will continue to play his other 
records, but not 'Color Me Country'." 


Burns' manager, Lee Singteton, said "Color Me 


Country*' vi?"just a story of a poor boy that could 
have happened anywhere." 
:, "The Chamber of Commerce letter pledged that 
"becaUsa 6f our 'Country* training, we won't picket 
your building, throw a brick through your windows, 
or even smash your records; however, we strongly 
protest the inference that We!afe underprivileged."

the bridal couple, stating that certain seats 
will be saved for them. 


DURING HER NINE YEARS as a wedding 


director, Mrs. Vail has been annoyed by wrin- 
kles in the jackets worn by men in the bridal 
party. She now suggests the men bring their 
jackets on hangers and don them just before 
the ceremony, a tip she says is appreciated 
by the bridegroom and attendants. 


Hostesses would like to bare their fangs, 


but don't, when told at the last minute about a 


. divorce in the family which could lead to em- 


barrassing sealing. 


"If we are just told about remarriages or 


divorces beforehand," they plead, "we can 
ease any bitterness." Usually whichever par- 
ent the bride or bridegroom has been living 


• . with sits in the front row, the other parent in 


the second row. (One hostess expressed dis- 
taste for parents who can't put aside differ- 
ences for one day to make their child happy.) 


Most of the churches have strict botinda- 


:' 
ries for photographers, limiting picture taking 


. during the ceremony to time exposures at the 


.':. back of the church or in the balcony, but oc- 


• 
casionally an enthusiastic guest brings along a 
flash or movie camera with light bar. At one 


wedding the minister had to Interrupt the cer- 
emony to ask that picture snapping cease. 


Invariably hostesses are pleased with the 


unobtrusive photographer whose business is 
weddings ("he can do more in 15 minutes 
than someone unfamiliar with weddings can 
do in an hour and a hah"') and are provoked 
with those who delay either the wedding or 
tile reception taking pictures. 


At one wedding, the bridegroom and best 


man disappeared for 25 minutes. Found in the 
environs of the church just five minutes be- 
fore the ceremony, they protested, "Well, the 
photographer told us to come here and wait, 
so we did." 


APPEALING AS A FLOWER girl and ring- 


bearer are, hostesses feel they change the 
tone of the whole ceremony. One little ling- 
bearer, trudging down the aisle, spied his 
father who was down front as best man, and 
promptly threw the satin pillow at lum. 


Mrs. Ruth Curtis, wedding hostess at First 


Brethren Church, encourages the bride to 
have the unpredictable youngsters sit in the 
front row during the vows, rather than stand 
with the bridal party. 


"Weddings that don't go well are those in 


wlu'ch the mother and the bride try to do too 
much that day themselves — arranging flow- 
ers at the altar, for example—-" says Freda 
Kingsbury of First Methodist Church. "They 
shouldn't, even if they think they are cutting 
expenses a little. It's the bride's day; she 
shouldn't have to be concerned with detail." 


From the scores of thank you notes the 


hostesses receive from brides and relieved 
mothers, it is apparent their concern with de- 
tail is vastly appreciated. 


In spite of patience and planning, in spite 


of meticulous attention to the tiniest detail, 
the human element still is very much a part 
of the wedding day. 


Thus, there were the weddings in Long 


Beach where: 


• The best man convulsed wedding guests 


when, after a thorough search for the wedding 
ring in every pocket — including" the bride- 
groom's — he turned to the congregation with 
a helpless shrug. 


• A dozen guests arrived in hippie outfits, 


beads, bells and bare feet. One, bowing brief- 
ly to tradition, tied handkerchiefs about his 
feet before padding down the aisle to his seat. 


• The entire USC football team served as 


ushers in Our Saviour's Lutheran Church, but 
everyone wanted to be escorted by 0. J. Simp- 
son. 


• The bridegroom and best man arrived 10 


minutes after the ceremony was scheduled, 
causing hostess June Doherty near heart fail- 
!ire. 


0 Unbeknownst to the minister, the couple 


had 
placed banners proclaiming "Love," 


"Peace" and "Today is the first day of our 
lives" on the church walls. After the' vows 
were sealed, the couple asked the congrega- 
tion to follow them up the aisle singing a 
brotherhood song to guitar accompaniment. It 
wasn't too successful because most of the 
wedding guests didn't know the song. 


• The bride's mother went to a bar before 


the wedding and never made it to the ceremo- 
ny. 


• The bakery deUverer stubbed his toe, 


splattering the wedding cake all over the re- 
ception hall. (The bakery quickly sent out a 
substitute cake.) 


• The bride's father was momentarily lost. 


Forgetting he was to escort Ins daughter, he'd 
quietly taken his place in the front pew. 


• A bridesmaid, intent on helping the bride 


' get ready, left her own dress at home. 


• The minister forgot to mark his calendar 


and went off to a concert, disconcerting the 
bridal couple wiio found themselves before an- 
other of the church's ministers. 


• A family friend substituting for the 


bridegroom's father who was in Africa discov- 
ered that Ills rented tux trousers didn't fit. 


• A bridesmaid, In haste and excitement 


discovered she was wearing her brown suede 
street shoes with her bridesmaid gown. 


• The bridegroom ran off two days before 


the wedding. Two would-be ushers went to the 
church on the appointed day to tell all who 
could not be contacted by phone that the wed- 
ding was off. Jilted bride spent three days in 
the hospital. 


• One bridesmaid's 
dress, ordered to 


match the others, arrived in completely dif- 
ferent color. She stayed out of the bridal party 
and attended as a guest. 


• The bridegroom, a man in his 30's ob- 


viously weary of the punch-cake-minls-and- 
nuts routine at receptions, requested some- 
thing different. After the morning wedding, 
guests partook of fruit cake, cubes of cheese 
on picks and apple cider. Most successful.

Rembrandt, Rodin art installed

Long before his last min- 


ute entry into politics, cap- 
italist Norton Simon was 
known worldwide as an art 
collector and connoisseur. 


Simon filed his candida- 


cy papers on the last pos- 
sible day, March 20, op- 
posing incumbent George 
Murphy for the office o£ 
Republican senator. 


Although he is making 


political news, Simon con- 
tinues to make art news, 
too, as he has done for 
many years. Pieces from 
his priceless collection are 
on 
loan 
to museums 


throughout the world. 


This week, the philan- 


thropist made a long term 
loan of an early "Self Por- 
trait" by Rembrandt to 
Los Angeles County Mu- 
seum of Art, 5905 Wilshire 
Blvd. It will be displayed 
next to Simon's earlier 
loan of Rembrandt's fa- 
mous "Portrait of the Art- 
ist's Son, Titus;" together 
the paintings represent S4 
million worth of the art- 
ist's work. 


The self-portrait is an oil 


on oak panel. 25 by 20 
inches, completed in 1G38 
when Rembrandt was 32. 


It has been exhibited in 
London, Amsterdam and 
Stockholm. In June, 1969, 
Simon purchased it at auc- 
tion at Christies in London 
for §1.5 million; subse- 
quently it was on tour in 
Chicago, Detroit and Min- 
neapolis from October of 
1969 until its installation in 
Los Angeles. 


Earlier this month, Si- 


mon gave the largest and 
most dramatic of Rodin's 
bronze sculptures, "The 
Burghers of Calais," to the 
Los Angeles museum on 
long term loan. The work, 
done in 1886-87 was pro- 
posed as a commemora- 
tive monument by the city 
of Calais in 1884 and was 
the first major public com- 
mission for which Rodin 
successfully competed. It 
depicts six leading citizens 
who, in 1347, were willing 
to sacrifice their lives to 
spare Calais from destruc- 
tion by Edward the Third 
and the English army.

The cost of crime in the 


United States is equivalent 
to the cost of the Vietnam 
War, averaging $31 billion 
annually. 


Crime costs more than 


the total education bill — 
$1.11 for each $1 spent. 


These were some of the 


.figures related by Wesley 
Grapp, special agent in 
charge of the FBI's Los 
Angeles office, when he 
addressed 
first 
annual 


luncheon sponsored by Cit- 


izens for 
Law Enforce- 


ment Needs. 


In introducing Grapp to 


the 500 persons assembled 
in International Ballroom 
of the Beverly Hilton Ho- 
tel, actor Efrem Zimbalist 
Jr. of the television series, 
"The FBI," called him "a 
foster boss." 


Bringing crime's 
cost 


closer to home, Grapp said 
it amounts to more than 
$143 for every man, wom- 
an and child, or approxi- 
mately $574 per family, 
per year. 


"FOR 
EVERY dollar 


contributed to churches, 
nine dollars go to pay for 
crime," he said. 


Joining the FBI in 1946, 


Grapp became head of the 
Los Angeles office in 1964. 
Calling crime rampant to- 
day, he pointed out that 
last year, there were more 
than four million serious 
crimes committed in the 
U.S., representing a 17 
percent increase, and fig- 
ures indicate this year's 
total will be five million. 


He described as serious 


crimes murder, aggravat- 
ed assault, forcible rape,

robbery, burglary, larceny 
and 
auto 
theft, 
noting 


these figures do not in- 
clude drugs. 


The 
answer 
to these 


problems, in his opinion, 
lies with the youth of the 
country. "We have failed 
to instill in them that 
crimes does not pay over 
a long haul. Now, we must 
reverse this thinking." 


He offered as guidelines: 
• Extend the influence of 
the church. 
• Greater efficiency in 
the schools, with more em- 
phasis placed on teaching 
students right from wrong. 
• Improvements in the 
home, which is the cradle 
of learning. "What we do 
influences our youngsters 
more than what we say," 
he emphasized. 


"We need to make re- 


spect for law and order 
the first priority in our na- 
tional life, for the rule of 
law is paramount to this 
nation's continued exist- 
ence," Grapp said, and 
commended 
Citizens for 


Law Enforcement's Needs 
on its role in seeking such 
respect. 


THE NON-PHOFIT cor- 


poration was founded in 
1966 by Mrs. Kline M. Do- 
lan, who serves as presi- 
dent. 


Belief behind its found- 


ing is that law enforce- 
ment 
agencies 
need 
a 


v o i c e 
representing 
a 


cross-section 
of responsi- 


ble citizens, in business, 
industry 
and 
women's 


groups. 


Members should be will- 


ing to research and assem- 
ble documented informa- 
tion on the deep-core prob- 
lems, then disseminate it 
to the public, according to 


Mrs. Dolan. 


The 
organization 
also 


takes strong public posi- 
tions on critical matters 
involved with crime and 
law and order. It provides 
a speakers' bureau, semi- 
nars and mass mailings to 
public officials. 


In conjunction with the 


citizens' group, a National 
Education 
Institute was 


formed May 19 to seek the 
time and talent of profes- 
sionals in helping law en- 
forcement 
agencies edu- 


cate the public. 


THE 
INSTITUTE will 


provide 
a three-pronged 


attack by teaching materi- 
als, stop-action films and 
visual aids designed to fos- 
ter respect for rule of law. 
In addition, it will set up a 
program conducted by law 
enforcement personnel in 
the classroom. 


In explaining the need 


for such an approach, Pro- 
fessor William A. Stan- 
meyer of Georgetown Uni- 
versity of Law, Washing- 
ton, D.C., said the quality 
of life for today's young is 
endangered less by nox- 
ious air than by noxious 
errors. 


One of the 
Institute's 


consultants, 
Stanmeyer 


added, 
"The 
intellectual 


pollution of the country 
has evolved into a spiritu- 
al plague. Americans are 
good at passing on materi- 
al 
wealth to their off- 


spring, but amateurs at 
passing on spiritual val- 
ues." 


Noting Hie Institute was 


not designed as a propa- 
ganda campaign for po- 
lice, he said, "What's good 
for 
law 
enforcement 
is 


good for society and vice 
versa."

convicted capital criminals 
are being held in suspense 
pending court decisions on 
the capital punishment is- 
sue. 


So ... 
there's little 


hope that society will capi- 
talize on this great chance 
to erect a jtowerM deter- 
rent to on* of the most 
sinister of crimes of our 
times. 


And meanwhile, it won't 


be too surprising if hi- 
jacker Barkley becomes 
involved in. writing a book 
or pther lucrative literary 
production, Already, I'd 
guess, some agents are 
trying to get to him for 
"exclusives."

TVX)W, as I've said, I'd 
^ like to be wrong about 
all this, for it certainly is 
a cynical commentary on 
our system of justice.

Nobody would be hap- 


pier than I to see these 
predictions go awry. 


Keep them in mind and 


see how it works out. 


Meanwhile, 
experience 


suggests that the Barkley 
case, rather than discour- 
agjng this type of offense, 
may set the pattern for 
other attempts.

The once-familiai1 cry of 


"Contact!" and the sputter

man of the museum and 
its Buena Park division, as 
he explored the innards of. 
a pre-Wprld War II Boeing 
P-12 biplane, the first of 
five, to make the hop from 
Ontario to Fullerton Air- 
port.

"This may look like I'm 


rebuilding the plane, but 
a c t u a l l y it's a regular 
pro-flight check," he said, 


unscrewing a plate in the 
tail to make sure the con- 
trol wires were attached. 
Then he battened down a 
couple of hatches in the 
hose and checked the fuel 
sump under the plane's 
belly. 


Finally 
satisfied, 
he 


grasped the end of a pro- 
peller blade and shoved it 
through a half-revolution 
"to free the pistons. 


"THIS WON'T START 


the engine, but it will get 
its attention," said Lykins, 
on a busman's holiday 
from ills regular job of pil- 
oting Boeing 727 and 737 
jetliners for Western Air 
•Lines. 


"A guy has to like to fly 


or he shouldn't be in the 
business," he said. "I've 
flown 135 different kinds of 
planes, 
and I 
enjoyed 


every one of them." 


Heaving 
a 
parachute 


and a portable radio trans- 
ceiver into the open, sin- 
gle-seat cockpit, Lykins 
climbed in and struggled 


into the chute harness,

Children on Job 


FOUNDATION USES GAS STATION 'CLASSROOM'

To most motorists on Long Beach Boulevard, the 


Harbor Service Station is just another place to get gas 
along the busy street in Lynwood, 


A few who stop and pull up to the pumps .may 


glance around while the young attendants fill their tank, 
wash the windows and check the oil, and notice the 
standards reading, "Special Education Foundation." 


But only the most inquisitive of those will pull back 


onto the street knowing that, by buying a tank of gas, 
they have just contributed to a unique school for emo- 
tionally disturbed and problem youths — and been 
served by its pupils. 


"We believe that we have the only program of this 


kind in all of Southern California," said Mrs. Susan 
Neese, president of the Special Education Foundation, a 
nonprofit group. 


"All of our children are those that public schools 


will not handle — for one reason or another." 


The Special Education Foundation, she explained, is 


composed of parents of problem children and "outsiders 
sympathetic to our cause" who banded together in 1965 
to aid youngsters not accepted in traditional educational 
channels. 


The Harbor Service Station, at 11600 Long Beach 


Blvd., is the first working project by tto group, said 
Mrs. Neese, and is believed the only "unsheltered work- 
shop" for troubled youths in existence. 


The boys who work as attendants at the station 


come from a variety of backgrounds, and they bring to 
their jobs a similar variety of attitudes. 


Several of the less than 20 youths in, the program 


are mentally retarded, or emotionally disturbed, she 
said. Most of the others would be considered delinquents 
by the society that "would not cope with them." 


"The parents decided they'd likelo have some place 


to train these kids," said Mrs. Neese. "Some are going 
to be capable of going out and getting married soon." 


So, a monlh-and-a-half ago, after fruitless inquiries 


with a number of major oil companies, the foundation 


found a home for its project at the Harbor Station. 


"It's not quite on its feet yet," said the foundation's^ 


president, "but they're making ends meet." At this * 
point, she added, the station must only make enough-; > 
money to purchase more gas and oil, pay minimum-'* 
wages to the youths and support its one salaried worker, * 
Lloyd Edmundson, who spends six or seven days a week 
• 


at the station. 
• 


And, 
according lo Mrs. Neese, the foundation's -t 


members believe the station's atmosphere, and not thej;* 
money it makes, is Ihe most valuable part of the entire 
enterprise. 


"The kids gel a tasle of working with the public 


here," she said. "If they're ever going to get out and 
have any kind of job, they're going to have lo get along 
with people, their nastiness and their niceness. 


"So this offers what alt Ihe parents hope for, even if 


these kids can't go back to public schools, they can 
eventually go out and be partially self-supporting." 


Most parents, according to Mrs. Neese, have chil- 


dren in the Child Improvement Center, a school for ex- 
ceptional youths in Huntington Park from which the 
Foundation originally sprang. 


The youths who work in the service staliou spend 


most of their lime during Ihe week attending "loosely" 
structured" classes at'the center, and the station is used 
to augment the curriculum, she added. 


Besides the regular customer service, youths work- 


ing at Ihe station also offer "a 75-cent car wash with a 
$5 wax job on Ihe weekends," Mrs. Neese said, and they 
have the opportunity to learn mechanical work from Ed- 
mundson. 


"Someday, when this station gels on ils feet, we'd 


like lo open a cleaning establishment or a hot dog stand, 
because now the foundation has nothing lo offer Ihe 
girls at the center," said Mrs. Neese. 


"And 
we're gulling there. Once in a while, someone 


will come in and be nasty. Bui we're starling lo get a 
few who come back a second time and say, 'Because of 
what you're doing, we decided we might as well slop

Some congressmen oppose proposals to bar future 
expenditures for military action in Cambodia on 
the ground that such a ban would invade the 
President's prerogatives as commander-in-ehief. 


The argument is both weak and dangerous. 


The questions of whether to limit Cambodian aid 
and the war itself should be decided on their 
merits and not on the basis of an erroneous con- 
stitutional principle. 


Alan Cranston has supplied his colleagues in 


the U.S. Senate with a restrained and carefully 
reasoned "Legal Memorandum on the Amendment 
to End the War" prepared by Harvard Law 
School students. The memorandum deserves study 
by the Congress as serious as that which went 
into its preparation. 


It does not discuss the question of presiden- 


tial authority to order the Cambodian invasion ~ 
or "incursion/* to use the term favored by presi- 


, dential adviser Henry Kissinger, Most of Ameri- 
ca's ^military actions have been taken by presi- 
dents without prior congressional authorization. 
Precedent — if not strict constructionism — is 
thus/on President Nixon's side. 


But the memorandum argues cogently that 


the constitutional system of checks and balances 
was meant to give Congress the power to halt 
military operations of which it did not approve, 
just as it was meant to give the president the 
power to refuse to undertake military operations 
of which he did not approve. 


The memorandum puts it this wayt "Only 


the president may deploy and command the 
troops, while only Congress may appropriate the 
wherewithal for their subsistence, equipage and 
transport. What the president chooses not to com- 
mand, Congress cannot well buy; what Congress 
chooses not to buy, the president cannot well 
comniand/' 


TheT memorandum cites statements by the 


ftamers of the Constitution that demonstrate that 
these checks and balances were put into the Con* 
stitution with full intention thai they be used. 


Abraham Lincoln explained the Idea simply 


when he was a congressman. "Kings had always 
been involving and impoverishing their people In 
wars; pretending generally, if not always, that the 
good of the people was the object," Lincoln said. 
"This ow (Constitutional) Convention understood 
to be the most oppressive of kingly oppressions; 
and they resolved to so frame the Constitution 
that no one man should hold the power of bring- 
ing oppression upon us.0 


Even during the Indochina conflict, Congress 


has rexercised Its power to restrain the command- 
er-in-chief* The Defense Appropriations Act of 
1970 provides that hone of its funds "shall be 
used to finance the introduction of American 
ground combat troops into Laos or Thailand." 
•' /<•'. 
,. 
Senator Walter Mondays comments on that 


restriction are instructive. "It Would surely have 
been simple to have added Cambodia to that safe- 
guaM," Mpndale declared, "but the chances of 
our administration pursuing a ground war in 
Cambodia were so remote, so bizarre, that no one 
thought to put Cambodia into the legislation." 


Congress has an obligation now to decide 


whether to restrain further the conduct of the 
war* It should make that solemn decision on its 
judgment of American interests. Congress should 
reject the spurious argument that only the Presi- 
dent is entitled to judge those interests and make 
that decision.

"The rental of academic regalia 


for the occasion is a matter of cus- 
tom rather than a legal requirement 
for members of the, academic proces- 
sion.

"With this in mind we would like to 


propose that members of the faculty 
who would rather contribute their 
rental fees to the political campaigns 
of peace candidates, * , or bail mon- 
eys or legal defense funds, or any 
other cause, that appeals to our bur- 
dened consciences, should cancel 
their orders for regalia And appear 
at the Commencement exercises in 
civilian clothes." 


The circular was signed by ten pro- 


fessors, eight in literary depart- 
ments, two hi the social sciences. 


I immediately drafted a reply, sub- 


mitted it to my colleagues in the ad- 
ministration (vice presidents and 
deans) for revision and approval. 


The final version, signed by all of us 
except the dean of humanities, was 
placed in faculty mailboxes two days 
later: 


"We have received your announce- 


ment urging your colleagues to can- 
cel orders for academic regalia in or- 
der to use the money for political 
purposes. That of course is your 
right. 


"We would, however, urge those 


who follow your suggestion to stay 
away from the Commencement exer- 
cises rather than attend in ordinary 
clothing. 


"It takes only « little imagination 


to understand what this Commence- 
ment ritual means to the majority of 
our students and their families . . . if 
you wish your own ideas and feelings 
to be respected, we hope you would 
(also reSpect a ceremony that has 
deep human significance to so many 
people," 


Of course the cap and gown ritual 


is boring to .some students and many 
faculty, who would just as soon stay 
away* However, it is one thing to 
stay away and quite another to try to 
alter or make a mockery of the cere- 
mony*

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Russia may join war in Middle East to reopen canal 
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MOSCOW — Three years after the 


six-day war began, Moscow's Middle 
East strategy is perhaps no longer 
based only on rearming the Arabs so 
they can overcome Israel while the 
Soviet Union and the United States 
warn each other to stay away. 


Indeed, Russia may be preparing 


deliberately to participate in a limit- 
ed conflict, reckoning it can get away 
with this at little risk. 


In 1967 the Kremlin voided inter- 


vention to protect its massive 'Arab' 
investment. The consequence was a 
swift Israeli victory. The Soviet lead- 
ers were then convinced Washington 
would not permit Israel's destruction 


and would forcibly prevent it. Now, 
however, there have been changes in 
the situation, 


RUSSIA CONSIDERS it in its pri- 


mordial interest to reopen the Suez 
Canal. This is no longer a major con- 
cern of other big powers because pe- 
troleum is more cheaply and effi- 
ciently carried in huge supertankers 
which could never squeeze through 
the canal. 


Moreover, with the British and 


French empires gone and the United 
States in Asia essentially dependent 
on transpacific maritime support, 
Suez has lost strategic meaning for 
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the West But it shortens .the route 
between European Russia'* Baltic 
and Black Sea ports and the East — 
to India and North Vietnam. It also 
allows access by the U.S.S.R.'s grow- 
ing Mediterranean fleet to the Indian 
Ocean and the Red Sea where Soviet 
penetration'is significant. 


So long as Israeli occupation of.the 


canal's East Bank continues, these 
major projects are frustrated. It is 
worth a considerable gamble to 
change this and the easiest way for 
Moscow — while insuring the conse- 
quent war doesn't get out of hand — 
is by supervising the operation under 
its own commanders, in Egypt. 


The Kremlin might conceivably use 


as an excuse almost any of the daily 
incidents occurring between Israel 
and Egypt. It could proclaim it was 
acting merely to enforce the U.N. 
Middle East Resolution and that once 
Israel's 1967 Sinai borders were 
reached, fighting would halt. Moscow 
could insist this was a quick, one-shot 
operation designed to correct injus- 
tice and to open Suez for tiie good of 
world commerce.

Remember, the designer 
has already made it up 
twice before writing her 
directions. 


We all get so enthusias- 


tic about beginning the 
sewing we're impatient to 
tear through it without too 
much thinking. You can 
argue with your instruc- 
tions, but first be sure you 
have read them all. 


In the case of making 


buttonholes, we have found 
it much simpler to make 
them after the interfacing 
has been applied. This is 
true when applying eye- 
lets, grippers or zippers, 
too. 


When you make button- 


holes in the flat fabric 
piece, 
several 
decisions 


must be made. The first 
button is always placed at 
the neckline. There should 
always be one at the center 
of (lie waistline, whether 
or not you're making a 
waistline garment. All the 
in-between 
placements 


must be equal distance be- 
tween these two and the 
same distance apart from 
waistline down. What size 
buttons arc you going to 
use? Large buttons should 
be farther apart and few- 
er.'The smaller the button, 
the closer together .you 
can place them. 


Another place where we 


often diverge from the in- 
struction sheet is when 
making a detached collar. 
There are two kinds: those 
cut all in one piece (often 
on the bias), interfacing is 
cut the same; those cut 
with back facing piece (ei- 


ther seamed or unseamed) 
and top collar piece, inter- 
facing is cut like back. 
This detached collar al- 
ways seems to set better if 
it is completely construct- 
ed and press-shaped be- 
fore being attached to the 
neckline. 


SOME THINGS to re- 


member about collar con- 
struction are that interfac- 
ing- and edges and corners 
should 
be 
trimmed 
so 


close they will not bulk up 
a seam. Also, when the 
collar edges have been 
seamed together, graduate 
the trimmed edges, one- 
fourth inch from stitching 
on one layer 
and one- 


eighth inch on the other. 


If you are not trimming 


collar edge with a welt 
seaming, 
you'll 
get 
a 


cleaner turn at the etige if 
you press the seam open 
over the curved edge of a 
tailor board, then under- 
stitch on the back edge. 


There is a silly little de- 


tail in the stitching that 
makes for sharper points, 
if your collar is pointed. 
When stitching up to cor- 
ner, pivot and make two 
stitches across corner on 
the diagonal, pivot again 
and continue. The corner 
will turn much sharper 
than just pivoting on the 
needle and turning at a 
right angle. 


We do hope you keep 


pressing equipment hooked 
upright next to your sew- 
ing machine. You must 
press — press — press as 
you sew!

I Ig. can evaporated milk 
1 cube butter

The reaction is of- 
ten a recurring one, not a 
one-time episode. 


What responsible adult 


would encourage or permit 
young people to use a drug 
that is potentially so dan- 
gerous, a drug that may 
affect their minds? 


THE FIEDLERS are not 


the only parents guilty of 
fuzzy thinking, but they 


happen to have more influ- 
ence than most parents. As 
the judge pointed out to 
Dr. Fiedler, "As a teach- 
er, you have in your care 
and charge the minds of 
thousands of young people 
who look to you for exam- 
ple."

air in World War II but 
you wouldn't know it to- 
day). 


R E C A L L I N G THE 


mountains, we turn south- 
ward after an excellent 
meal — lots of fine restau- 
rants hi town. The road to 
Garmisch is first-rate and 
the scenery becomes even 
more beautiful. The drive 
takes about an hour and a 
half 
and 
leads through 


some 
beckoning

towns if you have the time 
to stop. 


By the time you arrive 


In Garmisch you have run 
out of adjectives. The vil- 
lage is ringed by moun- 
tains with1 the 9,700-foot 
Zugspitze presiding.

For the evenings there are 
fine restaurants, a first- 
rate nightclub with danc- 
ing,

But don't get the idea 


that Garmisch is strictly 
for GIs, we civilians can 
swing here every bit as 
much.

rhetoric hurled at the campus by 


some segments of the adult commun- 
ity and (2) a desire to demonstrate to 
students that they can get society's 
attention without resorting to tan- 
trums, bizarre behavior or broken 
windows. 


The Forty-Niner section was tem- 


perate and moderate in the main. 
The students obviously know the 
larger audience better than it knows 
them. But it evoked a most intemper- 
ate response from a minority of read- 
ers. Some of it was frightening. 


WE HAVE BEEN fascinated by re- 


action from readers, of the Monday 
experiment. Before publication, we 
believed that the average citizen, 
though irritated at campus events, 
was also baffled by the' intensity of 
student feeling, and therefore curious 
about what bugs young people. We 
were correct. Most reaction to the 
section matched the students' moder- 
ation. 


We also anticipated that some 


readers would be less than enchanted 
by the students views. In that, we 
were incorrect; they were furious, 
that their newspaper would include a 
college supplement. 
They felt be- 


trayed. They expressed their anger 
in vicious terms. 


"All 
I ask of those students," said 


one caller who claimed he paid 
$10,000 in taxes last year, "is that 
they finish their courses and .get off 
the taxpayer's back." 


THE DAY AFTER publication, our 


research department and its able 
director, Ray di Piazza, conducted a 
telephone poll, here are tiie results: 


1) Did you notice the section? 
Yes 93. No 23. 
2) Did you read any (portion) of 


the special Forty-Niner issue? 


Yes 63. No 30. 
3) Whether you agree or disagree 


with what you read, do you think get- 
ting the supplement with your daily 
newspaper was a good idea or a bad 
idea? 


Good 78. Bad 15. 


SOME OF THE responses volun- 


teered were recorded. 


"It's mostly> communistic," said a 


middle-aged woman. 


". . . a starting point for communi- 


cation between academics and the 
rest of the community," said a young 
housewife. 


"It should have been written Jn Pe- 


king," said a man. 


"At least we'll know what others 


think," said another. 


Headers * volunteered 
their 
own 


opinions in numbers unmatched since 
an unpopular political endorsement 
by the paper in 1962. Our circulation 
department received 135 angry calls. 
Eleven of them quit the, paper and 
eight of those changed their minds 
the next day. Circulation agents re- 
ported favorable response outran the 
unfavorable about 4 to I, a ratio not 
quite reached in letters to the editor. 


AMONG THE ANGRY, an editor 


had difficulty determining whether 
the callers objected to the medium or 
the message. One suspects they were 
pffended more at having society's 
shortcomings pointed out by students 
(some with long hair?) than by the 
shortcomings themselves. 


A group of rental-property owners 


objected intensively to the detailed 
story of a black professor's problems 
in finding housing in Long Beach, 


"that'll cause a riot," said one 


man. "WE know there's discrimina- 
tion against blacks, but why let 
THEM know?" 


In general, the response exceeded 


our expectations. The fair-minded- 
ness of most of the public was heart- 
ening. 
The 
extremity or feeling 


among student detractors was de- 
pressing. 


There are a lot of closed minds, 


both on and off the campus. Kvcn 
among the open-minded, there is a 
tremendous gap of misunderstanding 
between young and old. We believe 
publication of the student supplement 
may have narrowed it a little, and 
we're pleased we did it. 


opportunity to engage in "civic ac- 
tion" work to gain the minds and 
hearts of the people and effectively 
counter guerrilla insurgency. 


Only by killing all the people can 
the military hope to secure an anti-

FROM TIME TO TIME the press 


reports that men in uniform have;in- 
dulged In purloining .— theft is a bet- 
ter word — of government property. 
You will find no defense here of the 
grand scale misuse of the taxpayers' 
money. 


However, it seems fair l.o remind 


the reader that a man who has a 
touch of larceny in his heart is not 
likely to lose it simply because he 
has been dratted into the armed 
forces. We are concerned herewith 
bookies, gamblers, confidence men, 
cadgers, lioodwinkers, sideshow bar- 
kers, fortune tellers, panhandlers and 
hard-sell used, car salesmen who 
found themselves bugled out pf their 
blinks at an unseemly hour afterf:they 
entered -the service of Uncle Sam 
during the Second World Wai*. 


For the most part these men did 


not make away with large Gi {gov- 
ernment issue) properties, such as 
howitzers and Sherman tanks.

state's requirements, but 
has resulted in considera- 
ble reduction in the cost of 
processing each automo- 
bile. 


"Conservationists 
have 


been warning that if the 
public wants to stop water 
pollution they must pay 
for it. But we have found, 
quite surprisingly, it has 
paid us to clean up our 
polluted 
waste 
water," 


Downing said. . 


"Before we installed this 


system we used two large 
vacuum trucks each week 
to haul away our sludge. 
Now we use only one 
small 
truck 
every two 


weeks," he said. 


"We are buying less sol- 


vent because we reclaim a 
lot of it and recycle it 
through the washing proc- 
essing. We are using less 
soap," 
Downing pointed 


out. 


MODIFICATION of the 


system will result in the 
reuse of the dissolved de- 
tergent wash water thus 
effecting further savings 
in the purchase of deter- 
gents. 


The plant- is now dis- 


charging 
approximately 


40,000 gallons of treated 
water per day into the 
Dominguez Channel. 


"We may be able to 


make a little money on 
our water treatment proc- 
ess. McMillan Oil Compa- 
ny is building a new refin- 
ery across the street and 
have indicated they want 
to buy our used water for 


suse 
in 
their 
process," 


Downing said. 


"By using our water 


several times we do not 
need to buy as much as 
we have been. Also, by 
buying less water it con- 
serves the water for other 
users," he said.. 


"We estimate the sav- 


ings from the water treat- 
ment system will pay for 
itself in about five years, 
at the rate of approxi- 
mately $11,000 per year. 
After that it's all gravy," 
Downing claims.

It was an opening without trumpets or Tan- 


fare.

day to look for — and to purchase — their 
own versions of treasures, 


"You simply can't tell what people will 


buy,'* said" Harry Sparks* the: vital, dark- 
haired manager of the Salvation Army's 
Men's Social Service Center. "What one per- 
son discards, another cherishes." 


Proceeds from the Thrift Store support the 


center which houses 85 men. Merchandise is 
priced low, but about a year ago Sparks real- 
ized that some of the articles donated Would 
be of interest to collectors. Shop foreman Ray 
Dolbow began setting aside such donations. 
When there were enough to stock the new de- 
partment, Sparks advertised for volunteers — 
experts m antiques — in the Help Wanted 
(Women) section of the newspaper. The only 
answer was from two young men, long-haired 
hippies, who begged for the assignment. 


"Unfortunately," said Sparks, "they wer- 


en't qualified. They were eager but had just 
started collecting and didn't know anything 
about antiques." 


EVENTUALLY, 
two women, both, highly 


skilled collectors, volunteered. For more than 
a month they sorted, classified and priced 
goods. 


"We call this department 'Antiques and 


Collectables' because some of the articles 
aren't truly antiques but are sought after by 
enthusiasts and collectors. You might say they 
are new antiques," explained Mrs, William 
Maybe. "The value of an item is determined 
by supply and demand." 


In the new department are such varied 


contributions-as a beige chiffon dress, intri- 
cately beaded from the flapper era, priced at 
$75,

working order, is $650. Sparks doesn't know 
its history, except that a date in the 1880s is 
stamped inside and that someone paid storage 
lees on it for years before finally sending it to 
the Salvation Army. 


DOLLS THAT SMALL girls cuddled long 


ago; ivory arid silk fans, jewelry and fancy 
combs that once adorned lovely ladies; long, 
Uce-bedecked baby clothes and tiny, high-but- 
toned shoes; household utensils, china, silver 
and glassware; an old crank telephone, an or- 
nate, white bird cage and an old-fashioned 
baby carriage — all of these speak of the 
past. 


Someone treasured a large, tinted photo- 


graph of John J. Pershing, famed command- 
er-in-chief of American Expeditionary Forces 
in World War I; someone else for years saved 
a souvenir plate commemorating the 1901 cor- 
onation of Edward VII and Quefen Alexandria. 


BUT IF THESE speak of people, customs 


and events of the past, it is very much the 
present and future they will serve. 


"In our Men's Social Service Center," ex- 


plained Sparks, "are homeless men with visi- 
ble or invisible handicaps. Many are alcohol- 
ics. 


"Our program is voluntary — the men sign 


themselves in, understanding that they are re- 
quired to attend 10-minute daily prayer ses- 
sions ;and two chapel services a week. We ' 
•treat the whole man — physical, spiritual, 
psychological arid mental. 


"Each man is served 21 meals a week and 


receives a $5 allowance, which he may in- 
crease to $15, not in cash but in script to be 
used at the canteen for personal needs or 
snacks. We clothe and house the men. We 
take them deep sea fishing, to the roller derby 
and ball games, organize bingo, pinochle and 
pool tournaments. They get medical, psychol- 
ogical and psychiatric care when needed. 


. ;,, "EACH ONE is free to walk out at any 


time. They may stay a day or 15 years; 10 to 
15 per cent never leave. Ranging in age from 
25 to 65, they are a cross section of society. 
For many, we are the last hope and when we 
see some of them go back to society as useful 
members, we feel that all our work is worth- 
while,*1 


The.men contribute,-their labor to the 


Thrift Store, going out on pickup trucks and 
doing whatever tasks they are fitted for, 
learning new skills. In addition, tfte store has 
a payroll of 100 persons not in the center. The 
Men's Social Service Center, which has been 
operating in Long Beach since 1924, receives 
no United Way or other funds. The Thrift 
Store is its sole support, 
!! "That's why," said Sparks, "we hope the

While setting in sleeves 


is in about the middle of 
the construction process, 
we've reserved it for this 
last chapter. 


WE HAVE A inethod of 


setting in a sleeve that 
works for us every time. It 
worked recently even on a 
permanent

and dress. First* you mea- 
sure the garment armhole 
(let's say it's 18 inches). 
Then, measure the whole 
sleeve cap, after a row of 
baste stitching has been 
sewn one-half inch from 
the outer edge from notch 
to notch (let's say this is 
21 inches). Now, pull up 
the basting and fasten it at 
both notches until sleeve 
measures 18 inches. 


- Look at the large end of 
your pressing ham. Isn't it 
shaped a little likei'a shoul- 
der? 
Turn your sleeve 


wrong side out. Anchor the 
center top of sleeve with a

London cabbies learn 
about their city first 


The familiar sight of the London taxi 


cab is as much an integral part of the 
traditional city scene as Big Hen and the 
imposing dome of St. Paul's Cathedral. 


The "cabbie" is a walking encyclope- 


dia and knows the London streets like the 
back of his hand.' Which is not surprising 
when you get an insight into the intensive 
preparation and study he has undertaken 
to qualify as a taxi driver. 


In no other city in the world are the 


standards set so high for the trainee cab- 
bie. On average it takes 18 months for 
him to qualify as a full-fledged taxi driv- 
er. Some take up to two years and more. 
Others never make the grade. 


There are 12,000 cabbies in the London 


area operating some 8,000 taxis. "Re- 
cruitment is always good because people 
think it's an exceptionally well-paid job," 
William D'Arcy, general secretary of the 
Licensed Taxi Privers' Association, ex- 
plained. "Nobody can' say exactly what a 
cabbie earns. It .gives the job an ajr of 
mystique." . , . . ' . ; / 
.

How does he familiarize 
himself with the maze of London streets 
and city '.suburbs?' It's not easy. 


Let's, follow a would-be taxi driver 


along the. street of learning to eventual 
qualification. 


• First of all, a candidate for the job 
must make application to the Metropoli- 
tan Police Public Carriage Office. Here 
he is photographed, undergoes a thorough 
medical examination and is checked out 
by the police as a person of good charac- 
ter. 


Once this is done he begins the oner- 


ous task of learning th« basic cab 
'"runs." There are 460 of them set out in 
sections of 18. 


1 There is no shdH cut to learning these. 


The prospective cabbie — perhaps on a 
bicycle or a moped (motor bike) — 
armed with a city map, has to cover the 
ground of each of them. 


TOR EXAMPLE, one run might be 


Manor 
House, Harringay, to Gibson 


Square, Islington. He finds these two 


points on the map, ascertains the most 
direct route and physically travels over 
it, noting all oUier key and smaller 
streets and premier landmarks on the 
route. 


At both the point of origin and the des- 


tination of each route he draws a circle 
on the map covering a quarter mile rad- 
ius around each. His job is then to cover 
this specific area and learn the streets, 
public buildings and landmarks in the 
immediate vicinity. Then, every month, 
he returns to the Public Carriage Office 
and is quizzed and his progress gauged. 


When he has satisfied officials at the 


Public Carriage 
Office of Ills street 


knowledge, he is granted a requisition for 
the necessary cab driver's license, Tills 
important step signals a new course of 
learning — familiarizing himself with the 
routes to London's premier suburbs. 


But, before he graduates as a full- 


fledged taxi driver, the trainee must 
prove his driving skill and undertake a 
strirtge'nt examination, similar in part to 
the British advance driving test. Only 
when he has passed this is he' ready to 
take his place among the ranks of Lon- 
don taxi drivers. 


Visiting tourists have long benefited 


from the wealth of knowledge a London 
cabbie has of the city. Some 60 per cent 
'are-. Cockney, mid perhaps this is the sec- 
ret of their success as guides ex officio. 


THE LONDON cabbie has given many 


a visitor his introduction to London's 
Chinatown with its little eating houses 
watched over proudly by aged Orientals 
who remember the days when Tong war- 
fare raged hi the streets. 


Or, the visitor may be taken to the 


Kings Road, heart of "trendy" Chelsea, 
or see London's East End, where a 
hundred different European accents can 
be heard, and almost as many different 
restaurants explored. 


If tiie visitor has been in London sev- 


eral days and done the 'milk round' — that 
is, seen the Tower, Buckingham Palace, 
Westminster Abbey, etc. — he will find 
there is no better guide than a London 
cabbie to give him a fascinating new in- 
sight of the city.

Railroad at Felton is last of dying breed of pas- 
Ijehbef trains. 


Labeled some years ago as "America's Most Back- 


ward Railroad," the Roaring Camp £ Big Tree Line 
will-usher in the second century of narrow-gauge rail- 
roading in America with its 1970 operations. It was here, 
in Santa Crux County, that the first American narrow- 
gauge railroad was organized in 1869 to run seven miles 
from Santa Cruz to Felton. 


Although most American railroads complain about 


declining passenger train business, the Roaring Camp & 
Big Trees Narrow-Gauge Railroad's passenger business 
is booming. 


How can an obscure, backwoods railroad succeed 


where giants of the railroad industry have failed? 


According to Norman 'Clark, president of the Roar- 


Ing Camp & Big Trees Line, It's simple: "We just never 
left the, 19th Century. Our 1890 steam locomotives are 
actually better than modern diesels for steep mountain 
grades and our 80-year old open4op passenger cars' are 
still the best way ever invented to enjoy an excursion 
through virgin redwood forests." Clark adds, "We have 
no plans to modernize, however we coul<J use another 
steam locomotive'to handle our growing passenger busi- 
ness." 


APPARENTLY CLARK'S formula is correct: Last- 


year some 100,000 Americans journeyed sixty miles south 
of San Francisco into California's Santa Cruz Mountains 
to enjoy 19th Century railroading in the Roaring Camp 
manner. 


At Roaring Camp depot, passengers board the nar- 


row-gauge trains headed up by snorting, puffing, old- 
fashioned steam locomotives. Once underway, the trains 
shortly enter a forest of mammoth redwoods and then 
commence ascent of the steepest railroad grades in 
North America. At several, points, long sweeping trestles 


Colorful station points pass by—Big Trees, Indian 


Creek, Grizzly flats, Deer Valiey-until the summit is 
reached and the locomotives, panting from their work, 
pull into Bear Mountain station. Here passengers can 
stopover to hike or picnic, returning to Roaring Camp 
on a later train. 


HACK AT Roaring Camp, arriving passengers have 


the opportunity to stroll through groves of 1,000 year olid 
redwoods, visit an 18»0 general store that still sells such 
items as pot-bellied stoves, stick qandy and cast-iron 
toys, fish ill a nearby trout pond, or board a haywagon 
lor a trip to Indian Cmek behind a tearn of giant Bel- 
gian drafthorses. Picnic sites are abundant, however, the 
unprepared traveler can choose a lunch at the Red Ca- 
boose Saloon, adjacent to \he railroad depot. 


From March 2ist through'Easter weekend, steam 


passenger traans left Roaring. Gamp depot for Bear 
Mountain each hour during April and May steam'train 
service continued on weekends, with week day service 
being provided by the "Jackrabbit", a quaint early-day 
track inspection railcar used'during relaxed; moments. 
Steam trains then resume seven day a week schedules 
on June 6tii. 


The Roaring Camp & Big Trees Narrow-Gauge Rail- 


road notes that groups df 25 or more should make ad- 


vance reservations in order to guarantee space. In re- 
cent years, the Roaring Camp & Big Trees Line has be- 
come an increasingly popular group excursion point for 
California based organizations and the RC&BTNGRR re- 
ports that several 1970 operating days are already sold 
out to large groups of up to 4.000 passengers. 


The Roaring Camp railroad depot is located about a 


mile south of the picturesque mountain town of l^elton 
and is adjacent to Henry Cowell Redwoods State Park. 
The area derives its name from Bret Harte, pioneer 
newspaperman and author, who visited the Big Trees in 
i'868 and wrote, while on that visit to Santa Cruz County, 
one of the legendary stories of the American West- -

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CASSETTES: Entertainment Breakthrough 


By KICK DU BROW

Like the first talking movies, the development of 


long-playing records and the introduction of home tel- 
evision, there now comes another historic break- 
through In entertainment; 


The television cassette. 
In-effect, it is a combination of these three earlier 


developments:".For video cassettes are long-playing 
films and/or visual tapes that individuals will be able 
to buy ro rent, and then play on their own television 
sets by means of a small attached unit. Eventually, 
cassette-playing units are bound to be built In to 
standard television sets. 
. . . , 
• 


The potential of cassette-p^o^ammlng is stagger- 


ing, and is already shaking up show business, where 
innermost circles concede an enormous breakthrough 
on the consumer level is inevitable. It is estimated 
that cassettes will be, at minimum, a billion dollar 
industry by the end of the decade. 


PERFORMERS have already seen the potential. 


Rowan and Martin have cassette plans, as do others 
like Jack Benny and George Burns. 


RCA, which plans cassette production in several 


years, says some working titles considered are "Best 
of Broadway," "Great Moments In Baseball/* "My 
Favorite Chopin," "Moon Landing," "20,000 Leagues 
Under.the Sea," "Bedtime Stories by Dr. Seuss," 
"Indianapolis 500 Highlights" and "Aesop's Fables." 


It also promises "popular artists and entertain- 


ers," world series and super bowl highlights, operas, 
"musical comedy, art treasures of file world, trave- 
logues or a symphony." Home amateur movies could 
also be played on TV sets after filming on cassettes. 


AND SHOW.business is only one phase of it. From 


publishing to education to selMnstruction to business 
techniques, cassettes will be a factor to be reckoned 
with. 


Furthermore, the technical* campallbiiity of cas- 


sette units with the burgeoning cable television 
(GATV) field — both operate on the simple principle 
of wire connected to antenna, with no outside picture 
interference—- makes cassettes a huge, inexpensive, 
natural programming source for CATV systems. And 
programming it what CATV needs to become a video 
power. 


Operating on the same simple technical principle, 


it is entirely conceivable that, when the breakthrough 
is complete, apartment buildings and hotels will be 
able to offer films and other programs via cassettes 
— as airlines today present inflight movies. 


ALMOST anything in any .communications medi- 


um, except spot developments, could be packaged in 
cassettes, All the vouhimes of a standard encyclope- 
dia, for instance; could be put on a cassette no bigger 
than a small-to-average-size book, with home viewers 
naturally able to stop at any page. 
. 


In a nutshell, the overwhelming attraction of cas- 


settes is that you will be able to program your own 
entertainment and information — to see what you 
want precisely when you want to see it, with no de- 
pendence on anyone else. 
• 
• 


By current estimates, mass-produced home cas- 


sette units will be available possibly within several 
years and certainly well before the end of the decade. 


ALTHOUGH the first video cassette users will be 


institutions like big businesses, hospitals and educa-

tional facilities, the primary target this decade ist 
course, the mass consumer market. 


And the awesome financial reward from home 


viewers, who will be supplied with everything from 
movies to books to classes on cassettes, is so obvious 
that the current major sales hurdles are bound to be 
dealt with as soon as possible. These are the hurdles: 


— The price of cassette-playing units must be 


brought down. For instance, CBS' unit, Which is set 
to debut this summer and initially is aimed at, institu- 
tional buyers, sells for about $800. 


— The prices of cassettes themselves — whether 


film or tape — must come down too. They now are . 
prohibitive for average-income buyers. 


— Fees for existirig entertainment and other mate- 


rial transferred to cassettes will have to be renego- 
tiated. There are few guidelines for rights to material 
and fees for actors, writers and others. 


— Above all, manufacturers with competing units 


and cassette types will have to make them more 
compatible — that Is, work interchangeably on each 
other's machines — or home viewers won't bite in a 
massive way. 


As of now, units and cassettes by such manufac- 


turers as CBS, RCA and Sony are not compatible 
with each other. Sony uses standard, erasable mag- 
netic tape. CBS uses film. RCA, which is several years 
from production, uses a cellophane-like tape cm- 
ploying holography — a form of photography made 
possible by laser light beams. 


But the potential is there. Already, Darryl Zanuck, 


boss of 20th Century-Fox, wants to put his company** 
entire movie library on CBS* film cassettes five years 
after initial theatrical release, for rentals at moder- 
ate pirces for average families. That's the tipoff.

In 1940, when he 
was covering the Battle of 
Britain, MurroW predicted 
that "broadcasting is to 
become ah adult means of 
communication at last."

set at any hour of the day 
or night and you can hear

I HAVE read a couple of 


interesting accounts of the 


origin "and early days of 
radio, but nowhere did I 
find any mention of this 
medium's most important 
milestone — the first radio, 
commercial. 


There was mention of 


Dr. Lee De Forest's inven- 
tion o£ the grid audion 
tube in 1906. There was 
mention ' of the world's 
first broadcasting station 
that Dr. Frank Conrad 
built in a Pittsburgh ga- 
rage in May, 1920. 


T h e s e 
developments 


were vital, no doubt about 
that. But without the in- 
vention of the commercial, 
broadcasters probably still 
would be operating out of 
Conrad's garage;

The An of Interrogation 


When 
Dr. 
Alfred 
Kinsey 


brought forth his epic study of 
sexual response in the male in the 
late 1940s, both his data and the 
conclusions of the book were 
greeted with a great deal of skepti- 
cism. 


His critics did not doubt that 


Kinsey and his researchers had 
actually interviewed a great many 
people and gotten answers to their 
questions. But what kind of people 
would answer intimate questions 
like that, they asked? At very best, 
the subjects must be latent exhibi- 
tionists. Therefore, the book's find- 
ings could not be taken as repre- 
sentative of the "normal" popula- 
tion. 


In the 20 years since Kinsey, 


the general public has accepted the 
fact that normal people will indeed 
answer intimate and even embar- 
rassing questions about their sex 
lives truthfully and fully, if the 
questions are put by skilled inter- 
viewers. 


We are not so sure, however, 


about criminals. The Supreme 
Court decisions that suspects must 
be informed of their right to an 
attorney and their right to remain 
silent have aroused among conser- 
vative circles the same kind of 
shocked disbelief that greeted the 
Kinsey report. If people are ad- 
vised that they don't have to con- 
fess, it is asserted, they never will. 


Professional 
police 
officers 


know differently. They know that a 
skilled interrogator will get just 
about as many confessions under 
the new rules as he did before. 
The conviction rate bears that out. 
There has been no significant de- 
crease in percentage of convictions. 


Like social scientists and police- 


men, journalists spend a lot of 
their time asking people personal 
questions. It is not that an indi- 
vidual is necessarily the best or 
most knowing source about him- 
self; it is just that often he is the 
only source. Like other interroga- 
tors, journalists have learned that 
the secret of getting honest an- 
swers to embarrassing or painful 
questions lies in how the questions 
are asked and the conditions of the 
interview. 


There are reporters just as there 


are policemen who attempt to get 
information by intimidating or 
browbeating the subject, or by at- 
tempting to trick him with sly 


questions. These techniques are 
seldom successful. 


The most successful interview- 


ers are mild, kindly people who 
hardly stem to question at all. 
They seem almost inept at inter- 
viewing and have a distaste for ask- 
ing hard or embarrassing questions. 
In short, they convey a respect for 
the privacy of the subject. He soon 
finds himself pouring out informa- 
tion he would never tell anyone 
else. 


In my own interviewing, I have 


found that it is best to start out 
with casual, trivial, obvious ques- 
tions such as "It certainly is a nice 
day, isn't it?" The trick is to ask a 
lot of questions like that, but in a 
way so that the only possible an- 
swer is "yes." Simple questions 
that demand "no" answers have a 
bad psychological effect 


Names are useful but tricky. 


Asking someone his name is really 
asking something very personal. If 
he readily tells you his name, he 
will usually answer other more 
personal questions in turn. Some 
individuals, especially the less edu- 
cated, place high symbolic value on 
their names and immediately be- 
come suspicious if you ask too 
early in the interview. On the 
other hand, the well-educated and 
the wealthy will readily tell you 
their names. Look impressed. 


The object is not to get the sub- 


ject answering questions, but to 
get him talking. He will then an- 
swer most of your questions with- 
out you asking them. 


A. J. Liebling, a great reporter, 


summed it up well when he noted 
that he had a disinclination for the 
direct question. Some people, Lie- 
bling said, would consider that a 
disadvantage to a career in journal- 
ism. Actually, it is an asset. 


"When you get the subject talk- 


ing," Liebling said, "there is always 
ample opportunity to clear up any 
ambiguities with a few, well-chosen 
questions, such as 'Hmmmn, I see. 
Then what were you doing stand- 
ing there with the axe in your 
hand?'" 


Getting people to talk and an- 


swer questions is one thing. Get- 
ting them to stop is quite another. 
How to terminate an interview 
without hurting the feelings of a 
subject who has just gotten wound 
up is a topic much too complex to 
discuss in this space.

The Spit *n Argue Club, later the University by the Sea, 


has done just that through most of Long Bench's history.

The Professor's white beard fluttered in the 


sea breeze, .^lone, he faced the empty benches. 
His right hand swung a gavel-whop!-against 
the rostrum. 


"We will come to order/' Professor Selah 


Brickman, 90, said into a dead microphone, "The 
University by the Sea is now in session!" 


Only one person watched and heard, a 


man with a camera, there to photograph the 
Professor. 


"It's cold today," the Professor said. "The 


members stay home." 


This is the story of the rise and fall of 
a debating society linked to Long 
Beach history. The society should not 
perish without obit; for there were 
times in the past 70 years when its 
voices fiercely claimed free speech for 
a clammed-up, anti-everything and at 
times scared-stiff city. 


Before Long Beach grew where it stands 


now, on hot summer weekends the farmers in- 
land used to pile their families into wagons and 
drive down here to camp on the sand. 


There were breakers tall as a row of corn, in 


those days, and clean sea air blowing the smell 
of ocean-of kelp and salt and sunshine. While 
women and kids waded, the men grouped up to 
swap news and ideas over a chew of tobacco. 


That was the start of it. That was before 


newspapers in the area, and long before radio 
and long, long before TV. Men wanted to know 
each other's thinking. They wanted to speak up. 
They got together and talked-and in that era, 
among farmers especially, tobacco chewing 
was a social necessity. 


Those were years after the Civil War-the 


70s, the '80s* The farmers threshed politics and 
they threshed religion. The sounds of anger and 
of laughing, of threats and cheers, startled sea- 
gulls from their dozing on the warm wet sand. 


Beach camping is gritty stuff and fresh wa- 


ter had to be carried. By 1884 a three-story 
wooden hotel rose from the beach below the 
present Long Beach Civic Center. It offered com- 
fort—and a broad veranda for open-air debate. 


Worldly folk, real travelers, met the local 


folks there on the veranda. The forum pum- 
meled rich topics. Listeners came from the 
growing hamlet-which in 1885 boasted 51 
homes, 13 business buildings, three stables, the 
hotel and a church. When voices shrilled angri- 
ly, women folk shuddered. 


"All they do/' the women said bitterly of the 


debaters, "is spit and argue!" 


So the outfit got its name, away back there, 


long before it really organized. The group be- 
came the Spit 'n' Argue, Eventually the word 
"club" was tacked on. 


The hotel—veranda and all—burned Nov. 8, 


1888. The group resumed sessions on the sun- 
ny beach. That was the year the new city incor- 
porated. Local politics could be dissected. Spit 
'n' Argue tore every issue, every candidate for 
anything, into oratorical shreds. Plug tobacco 
sold hand over fist at the Lowe's general store 
at Pine and Ocean. By 1890 the club was draw- 
ing talent from the town's 564 residents. 


Spit 'n' Argue on May 27, 1893, first got a 


pier to stand on. It was the first of three piers to 
rise and fall under the club's innumerable feats. 
Soap-box type oratory flourished on the first pier 
until the pier was battered by waves, and con- 
demned, a few years later. Meanwhile a million 
words were shouted to the sunny sky by S & A 
members and guests. The War with Spain fed 


the club's oratory through 1898. Six ypars later 
the group took its stand on a brand new pier at 
the foot of Pine Avenue, a wooden beauty with 
upper and lower decks, 1,296 feet long. 


It was there, on the wide landward end of 


the Pine Avenue Pier, that in 1910 Spit 'n' Argue 
reached the glorious stage of formal organizing. 


There had been a most stimulating decade 


—the first 10 years of 1900—which started with a 
Long Beach population of 2,254 and saw new- 
comers pouring in like a cascade of new- 
threshed wheat. On July 4, 1902, Pacific Electric 
had linked its Big Red Cars at last to Long 
Beach. On the same great day, the Long Beach 
Bath House opened its heated seawater plunge, 
the biggest on this or any other world. The Pike 
was looking more like the Atlantic City board- 
walk every day. 


"Let's organize!" shouted the club's guiding 


spirits, among them one Charles Hamilton, who 
for two years had owned a beach shop—and 
who for many later years resided in Long 
Beach. So Spit 'n' Argue set up officers and a 
platform. 


Right-wingers in the town were aghast. 
Spit 'n' Argue came out flat-footed for mu- 


nicipal ownership of water and gas. It backed 
continuation of concerts by an expensive munic- 
ipal band—which had played its first concert 
March 13, 1909, a year previous. And Spit 'n' 
Argue demanded a "free market" where farm- 
ers could sell direct to consumers, 


"Socialism!" screamed the conservative 


voices of Republican Long Beach. 


But Spit 'n' Argue backed the band, and the 


band has continued to this day 60 years later, 


In 1911 the city voters bought a municipal 


water supply. 


In March, 1913, the Public Market was creat- 


ed by ordinance, and to this day it continues as 
a picturesque open-air mart beside Lincoln 
Park. 


The fourth plank of the platform was nailed 


down much later - not till Aug. 14, 1923. But 
Long Beach then got municipal-owned gas. 


No one could name a figure for the number 


of words screamed and bellowed in Spit 'n' 
Argue oratory back in the Pine Avenue Pier 
days; but ocean swells' wrecked the pier on 
Aug. 6, 1934, ending a 30-year stand by the 
club. On Aug. 14, 1935, in mid-Depression, the 
Sprit 'n' Argue Club, renamed University by the 
Sea after a civic cleanup drive, attended the 
city's formal dedication of a 40-by-76 foot plat- 
form on the new Rainbow Pier, on which, by 
tolerance of the City Council, soap-box type ora- 
tory would be permitted. 


"Gag!" screamed the club's hotheads, after 


the dedication was over. "Censorship!" 


From the first club organizing, back in 1910, 


to the Pine Avenue Pier collapse of 1934, Spit 'n' 
Argue had fought its way orally through World 
War I, the Russian revolution, the end of Prohi- 
bition, the change from Hoover to FDR, the al- 
phabet soup of the New Deal, the Townsend 
Pension Plan, and the March 10, 1933, earth- 
quake. Religion came in for a few licks, too. 
Depression brought leftwingers flapping and 
whooping to the S & A, alias University by the 
Sea. "Communism!" Against the pinkish threat 
the Peterson Post of the American Legion rose 
up in horror. 


Battle lines were drawn, with the City Coun- 


cil in No Man's Land. It became a war and it 
went on for years. 


Fed up with being in No Man's Land, the 


Council handed the club supervision to the Rec- 


reation Department April 25, 1940. 


The war between Legion and oratory was 


still rumbling like over-the-mountain gunfire 
when groups of S & A oldsters were complain- 
ing that fascists had taken over the forum. "Fas- 
cism!" The whole war became confused. Both 
sides demanded free speech. S & A stalwarts 
held on longest and won, advocating free 
speech forever. 


In June, 1949, the city spent $5,000 to widen 


the club's pier platform by 20 feet. Two months 
later, 299 signers petitioned the City Council to 
kill the club as anti-American. On record is a 
message informing the Council the club's trou- 
ble was being caused by "inflammatory rhetoric 
by four psychopaths, two religious fanatics and 
a crackpot." 


An editorial in the Press-Telegram Feb. 19, 


1953, concluded: "So we say let the Commies 
bray. Let them discredit and entangle them- 
selves. But don't let them goad us into mutilat- 
ing with our own hands the very rights which 
we cherish most." 


In May, 1953, the Rainbow Pier platform was 


lost to land-sinkage and a, sand-fill project. The 
soap-boxers were ousted. Grumbling, they met 
in Lincoln Park and elsewhere until Oct. 11, 
1953, when they were permitted to return to the 
pier. Since the club wouldn't die and stay dead, 
the city came up with a $6,900 sage-green 32-by- 
60 foot windbreak and rostrum on the beach 
west of the hallowed Pine Avenue Pier and lat- 
er Rainbow Pier sites, and the club moved in on 
Ian. 3, 1960. 


Beach redevelopment has turned the access 


area, to the east, into an impassable mess with 
signs warning all comers to keep out. Only old- 
timers know how to find the club now. 


Where orators used to face audiences of 2,- 


000 or more, now on best days only a handful of 
listeners can be found. The Recreation Depart- 
ment's supervisor of senior citizen activities, Jack 
Dillon, sees to it that on the third Saturday of 
each November the club elects a five-man 
committee to run its affairs. The committee 
chairman - Brickman, this year, who is called 
"The Professor" - presides from 1:30 to 4:30 
p.m. daily whether the members show up or 
nay. 


Dillon says the "keep out" signs have hurt 


the club for certain, but that another factor has 
hurt it worse. 


"Television took its steam," Dillon says. "The 


rebels who used to shout and draw a crowd to 
the old pier platform are shoutinq on TV forums 
now. They've gone away; they've cut the 
controversy down." 


Alone at his beach rostrum, facing empty 


benches, the club's chairman, Professor Brick- 
man, says a. few kind words for .his absent 
members, to the visiting man with a camera. 
The Professor stands picket-pin straight, his 
white beard blowing, his Navy P-coat buttoned 
tight about him. 


"So many things are gone," he says. "So 


many of our old members. The people walking 
around the pier. The breakers, the sound of 
them. In 1902, a teacher, I came from Kiev in the 
Russian Ukraine to get away from the Czar, to 
find freedom and free speech. Here, yes, they 
are here! 


"But our members are old now. When the 


wind blows, they get cold. They stay home. No, 
no one chews tobacco any more. No one spits, 
here- at our club. On sunny days, we still talk of 
everything. A few of us. But the old times have 
gone."

IN FEAST 


FOR A JEW

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4The Arabs want you to get mar- 


ried soon," my father said one eve- 
ning. He had just come in from the 
fields, and the delicious smell of fresh 
hay filled the kitchen. 1 looked at him 
suspiciously. "Now, you didn't give 
them any encouragement, 1 hope," I 
said. Across the table my mother hid 
a smile in her coffee cup. 


My father shrugged. "Well, I told 


them a long time ago that when you 
get married we will have a big 
Bedouin feast, horse races and all. So 
now you are here, and they don't see 
any point in waiting three more years 
tilt you come home again." He went 
to take a shower with a big grin all 
over his sunburned face. My mother 
was still choking on her coffee. 


It was summer 1967. Like many 


Israeli students in the United States 
and Europe, I dropped my classes at 
UCLA as soon as it became clear that 
Nasser meant business in the Sinai, 
and went home. As it happened, I got 
there two days after the fighting was 
over. But there were many stories to 
hear about the war, and friends to 
see, and the new territories to visit — 
we were in a hurry to see them, for at 
that time we were still afraid we 
would be forced by the great powers 
to retreat, like we did in 1956 — so I 
stayed home for the summer. 


There was also much work at 


home. We have a farm not far from 
Haifa, in a village called Kfar Hassi- 
dim. It lies at the foot of the Lower 
Galilee Mountains, where several 
Bedouin tribes have their tents and 
goats and loud dogs. Ever since I can 
remember we were either going to 
visit them on the mountains, or enter- 
taining them under the big tree in 
front of our house, where we used an 
ancient column base as a tea table. 


We were especially close to AH el- 


Ibrahim, from the tribe of the Zubei- 
daat, who lived on one of the moun- 
tains about half an hour by horseback 
from the farm. He was an old man 
with grey hair and clear blue eyes and 
a meticulously clean grey robe. We 
called him Abu-Muhamed, which 
means the father of Muhamed. It is 
an Arab custom, to honor a man by 
calling him after his first son. Daugh- 
ters, of course, don't count, I knew a 
Bedouin once who had two wives 
who gave him only girls. The worst 
one could call him was Abu-1-Banaat, 
which means the father of the daugh- 
ters. 


I went to visit Abu-Muhamed as 


soon as I realized the army did not 
need me. My father and I took two 
horses and rode up the twisting goats 
trail to his tent. It was nice to be in 
the saddle again. It was late after- 
noon, and as we rode higher and 


higher the breeze from the bay rus- 
tled the small leaves of the bushes 
that cover the slopes in our part of 
the country, and the sun was dipping 
down into the Mediterranean. We 
rode over a low stone fence, and the 
dogs started to bark. Abu-Muhamed 
came out of the tent to see what was 
going on. 


"Salam Aleikum, Abu Muhamed," 


I shouted to him, and he rushed over 
to greet us, signaling to one of the 
boys to lead our horses away. His 
wife joined us, beaming all over, and 
we all sat on a reed mat under an oak 
tree, had black coffee and talked. Lat- 
er his sons arrived from work, and we 
all had a big supper of roasted chick- 
en and eggs, and vegetables and rice. 
The war was only a few days over, 
and we started to talk about it. They 
could hear the explosions and shell- 
ings on the Golan Heights, 20 miles 
away, they said, but they could not 
tell who was winning. Then one eve- 
ning Radio Damascus announced that 
Haifa had been bombed, and the re- 
fineries set on fire. 


"We just walked over to the big 


tree here, where you can see the 
whole bay," said one of the sons, 
"Well, Haifa was there as always, the 
refineries were operating as usual, 
and then we knew that the Arabs lost 
the war." 


1 laughed with them, but felt a lit- 


tle sad. Their own people were beat- 
en across the borders by our army, 
and when the Arabs lost, my friends 
from the Zubeidaat lost something, 
too. Whether they wished Nasser vic- 
tory or not, is immaterial. None of us 
liked the war, but this was the story. 
My friends were born on the moun- 
tain, and no one could ask them to 
move to Jordan or Syria. But I was 
born there, too, and I'll be damned if * 
I'm going to let Nasser or Arafat 
drive me out, or take over the coun- 
try. While some of us may like the 
situation more than others, the only 
thing we can do is live together the 
best we can. We haven't done too 
bad, so far. 


Life for the Israeli Arabs was far 


better than for their relatives across 
the border. We didn't put them under 
martial law when the war started, and 
they remained loyal throughout the 
war, some of them even going to 
nearby towns to help dig shelters. I 
knew 'how my friends on the moun- 
tain felt, and I think that they knew 
it, and so we remained friends and 
they asked me if it was true that in 
America every woman had her own 
car, and her own job, and hardly had 
time to see her husband. 


After another round of bitter cof-

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fee we rose to go home. Abu-Mu- 
hamed walked us to the horses, saw 
us mount, then 
suddenly remem- 


bered: "So how come 'you did not 
bring home a woman with you?" I 
just laughed and turned my horse 
around. I wasn't aware of the conspir- 
acy, yet. 


It was a hot summer on the farm. 


We woke up every morning at 4 
a.m. to pick plums and grapes, 
knocked off around nine for break- 
fast, and spent the hot hours under a 
tree, packing the fruits. On other days 
we would haul straw from the fields, 
or pick watermelons. One day AH 
asked me to go to the field with him. 
He is an Arab who has been working 
for us for a long time. We drove the 
tractor without using the highway, 
bouncing along din roads and freshly 
harvested fields. Ali was asking about 
America, and what kind of a car ! 
had. I told him I had a Chevy, and 
that it had all kinds of tricks, like a 
radio and a heater, and a cigaret light- 
er. 


"A cigaret lighter? That's not such 


a big deal. Even this tractor has a 
cigaret lighter," he said, I told him he 
was crazy, because tractors didn't 
come with cigaret lighters. He 
stopped the tractor, put a cigaret in 
his mouth, bent over the hot exhaust 
pipe, and lit it, a victorious grin all 
over his face. 


He was really quite nice. He has 


been married some eight years, and 


had seven children already, plus an- 
other one on its way. It is the normal 
Arab way, but he was a little dis- 
turbed by it. "Believe me, Ehud, 1 
think it is best the way you Jews are 
doing, having only two or three chil- 
dren. But what can I do with that 
woman? She is very religious, and 
wouldn't hear about any of the new 
things they have now." I should have 
seen it coming, but it was too late. 
"By the way, Ehud, how come you 
are not married yet? You should be, 
you know." 


A few days later he did not show 


up for work. The following day we 
received a frantic phone call from 
him, asking us to come and rescue his 
uncle from the police. You see, Ali 
had an aunt in Jenin, a town in the 
occupied West Bank of Jordan. It was 
in that town that an Israeli armored 
column was cheered and greeted by 
the residents for five whole minutes, 
till the exhilarated crowd realized that 
what they thought to be Iraqi rein- 
forcement, was actually the Israeli 
army. 


At any rate, Ali's aunt didn't think 


much of the war, or the martial law 
that followed it, so one night she 
walked across the border to an Isra- 
eli-Arab village, took a taxi, and or- 
dered the driver to take her to Kabul, 
where Ali and his family lived. 


No one was to know of the sur- 


prise visit, but when the taxi pulled in 
front of the house of All's uncle, half 


the village was waiting there like a 
royal welcoming committee. The cele- 
bration was just starting when the 
Israeli police showed up, and hauled 
the "infiltrator" and Ali's uncle to jail, 
with the whole village behind them. 
When we came the station looked 
like a country fair, noisy, colorful, 
crowded. The policemen laughed with 
embarrassment. They couldn't very 
well release the prisoners, for that 
would violate the law. On the other 
hand, who wants to punish an old 
woman who came to see her family 
after 20 years of separation? They 
finally called a taxi, sent the aunt back 
to Jenin, and decided to keep Ali's 
uncle in jail overnight, just so he 
learned his lesson. It took the taxi 
nearly an hour to get out of the sta- 
tion, with all the relatives crowding it 
and bidding the aunt farewell, and 
pressing money into her hand, just in 
case. 


The incident took Ali off my back 


for a while, but as the summer drew 
to a close the Arabs displayed an ever 
growing concern for my marital con- 
dition. When two old Bedouins asked 
my father if, perhaps, I would like to 
marry their daughters, we decided 
that something had to be done. We 
spread the word that I had a girl wait- 
ing in Los Angeles, and meanwhile, 
we said, we were going to have the 
feast anyway. Fair enough? They 
thought so, and it turned out to be 
the nicest going-away 
J3P (12) 
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party I ever had. 


There is a small valley 


behind our farm, running 
into the mountains. Near its 
opening we have our plums 
and apricots, but beyond it 
there was a barley field, and 
as the barley was already 
harvested and hauled away, 
we decided to have the feast 
there. 


It was a lovely spot, with 


the hills rising on both sides 
with a dark green cover of 
bushes and carob trees, and 
several huge live oaks lined 
up along the narrow trail 
that skirted the field. As 1 
started putting up the long 
tents with Ali and another 
Bedouin, a herd of goats 
suddenly descended on the 
field, and the shepherd 
came to help us. An old 
Bedouin who had a respira- 
tory disease, and thus had to 
ride on his donkey to the 
doctor every day, stopped 
on his way to help us locate 
the tent in relation to wind 
and sun and everything else, 
as if we were settling there 
for life. A day earlier I 
drove Abu-Muhamed to 
Haifa, and when we re- 
turned the station wagon 
was full of sacks of rice and 
coffee and sugar, as well as 
a case of olive oil. 


It was a god-given gift for 


my mother, since it was 
going to be a Bedouin-style 
affair, and she was exempt* 
ed of all work. Each Arab 
family we knew took upon 
itself to prepare some of the 
food. One was preparing 
large jars of strong Arab 
yogurt. Ali's family took 
care of the rice and the 
vegetables. Others baked 
the PITA, a tortilla-like 
Arab bread, prepared the 
coffee, the meat — it was 
impossible to tell who was 
the host, and who was a 
guest. We prepared a large 
tank full of water near the 
tent, and a pile of hay to 
feed all the horses. We in- 
vited anybody we could 
think of, especially those I 
didn't have a chance to see 
all summer. 


We woke up before dawn 


on the day of the feast, to 
slaughter a steer. Musa was 
already waiting for us out- 
side. He is a bald, cheerful 
Arab from Zubeidaat, who 
goes out every night to 
catch frogs 
and snakes 


which he later sells to re- 
search institutes. I didn't 
think anybody could tell the 
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sex of a frog at midnight 
unless *he was another frog, 
but Musa was making a 
good living at it. 


Musa was a butcher once, 


so he dressed the steer and 
prepared it for the women 
who arrived a few hours lat- 
er, loaded with huge pots 
and pans, to start cooking. 
The place was slowly com- 


working, the men were 
warming up, racing their 
horses up and down the 
field, joking, greeting, and, 
of course, expressing their 
sorrow that it didn't turn 
out to be a real wedding. 
Cars and jeeps were bounc- 
ing along the trail, bringing 
friends from as far away as 
Tel Aviv. A whole column 


she had been to the holy 
city of Mecca, in Saudi Ara- 
bia, and was highly respect- 
ed for that. Like all visitors 
to the holy city, she was 
called HAAJE, had to wear 
white, and was forbidden to 
lie. Back in 1948, during 
the war that created the 
State of Israel, she escaped 
to Lebanon with some of 
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ing to life. On the side the 
women were chopping the 
meat and vegetables, clean- 
ing the rice and preparing 
the sauce, the colorful peas- 
ant dresses of the girls from 
Ali's village bringing a 
cheerful contrast to the 
dreary black robes of the 
Bedouin women from the 
mountains. As they were 


of horsemen came from the 
government horse ranch, 
the riders executing a some- 
what precise manuever on 
the field, turning like a huge 
fan till they faced the long 
tent, then slowly coming up 
as their leader reared his 
horse to greet the crowd. 


Only Ali's mother was 


dressed in white, but then, 


her family. Ali and his 
brother somehow remained 
behind, and were raised by 
their uncle. Several years 
ago the Israeli government 
allowed her to come back 
under the family reunifica- 
tion program, and Ali and 
his brother went to receive 
her at the border check 
point. 


She 
recognized 
Ali's 


brother immediately, then 
asked to see Ali. It's me, 
mother," he 
said. 
She 


looked at him, called him a 
liar, then demanded to see 
the real Ali. It was a tense 
moment. Ali was almost 
crying. She was beginning to 
believe that Ali was dead, 
and Ali's brother got so 
mad he told her that if she 
didn't believe them she 
could go back to Lebanon. 
Then 
she 
remembered 


something. When Ali was a 
child, she said, he put his 
hand in the fire, and burned 
his little finger which re- 
mained stiff and crooked. 
Would Ali show her his 
hand? He did, and there it 
was, as stiff and crooked as 
ever. Well, it turned out to 
be a very happy reunion. 


Now she was sitting with 


the rest of the women, cut- 
ting vegetables. It was a hot 
day, the temperature reach- 
ing; then passing the 100 
degrees 
Fahrenheit 
mark. 


The guests crowded the 
mattresses under the long, 
open tent, or sprawled un- 
der nearby trees. In Bed- 
ouin feasts very little is 
done before the meal, and 
so everybody was just sit- 
ting, talking, arguing. They 
came from all over* Jews 
and Arabs, farmers and city 
dwellers, young and old. I 
was standing and talking to 
the sons of Abu-Muhamed 
and their friends, when my 
father came to me and said: 
"You better take pictures 
and show the people in 
America how we live here, 
so they know we don't fight 
all the time with the Arabs." 
He thought for a minute, 
then added: "Do you really 
think they are going to be- 
lieve you, after all they read 
in 
the 
newspapers?" 1 


shrugged. In a way, he was 
right. I know there were 
plenty of people who didn't 
believe me when I told 
them about our life with the 
Arabs. But very early I have 
discovered 
that the ones 


who refused to listen really 
didn't care that much, so 
what difference did it make? 


During the war my brother 


was riding on a patrol when 
he surprised an Arab soldier 
in an abandoned tent. The 
Arab started to run away, but 
instead of shooting him, my 
brother chased him till he 
caught him, then sat with 
him on a rock and tried to 
find out why he came to fight 
the Israelis. The soldier was a 
17-year-old boy, a shepherd 
from Syria, who was taken 
by force from his family and 
goats, given a gun, and sent 
to fight an enemy he didn't 
know anything about. So how 
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can you hate the Arabs? The only 
irony is that the people who sent 
them to fight, who taught them to 
hate and kill, never came to the front 
lines. They just made speeches in 
Amaan and Cairo, while the peasants 
died in the desert. 


I grew up with the Arabs in Israel. 


I still don't trust many of them — a 
friend of mine was just arrested 
several weeks ago, when it was dis- 
covered that he was spying for Egypt 
— but I like them. I guess it would 
have been easier to fight if I felt 
about the Arabs the way I did about 
the Germans, but I didn't. I couldn't 
hate the Arabs, and as we stood by 
the long tent with the horses and col- 
orful dresses and the robes and the 
young men speaking fluent Hebrew 
to me, the very idea seemed so ab- 
surd that it dissipated into the hot air. 


It was close to the noon hour, and 


the smells of fresh coffee drifted 


water, and the cycle is repeated end- 
lessly. 


The food arrived from the small 


tent around noon. A long row of 
dishes was laid on the ground before 
the guests, and huge bowls of rice, 
meat, yogurt and cooked vegetables 
placed among them. As fast as the 
food disappeared, more came, till 
everybody leaned back on the mat- 
tress and refused to touch another 
grain. Then large glasses of cold wa- 
ter, and finally small cups of delicious, 
bitter coffee that burned its way 
down, almost magically quenching the 
summer thirst. The women ate in the 
small tent to the side, giggling and 
laughing. On Arab weddings it would 
have been the time for music and 
dancing, but this was only a compro- 
mise, so we passed the hot hours lazi- 
ly under the tent, telling stories, jok- 
ing, dozing off. Once in a while one 
would get up, lead his horse to the

down from under one of the trees 
where it was being made. Bedouin 
coffee is somewhat like Turkish cof- 
fee, only it is stronger, and is served 
in tiny cups without sugar. A good 
coffee, says the proverb, must be 
black as the night, hot as hell, bitter 
as death, and strong as love. Obvious- 
ly, you cannot brew it in a percolator, 


It takes at least three pots to make 


good Arab coffee, and several good 
hours. First, one must boil coffee 
grounds with fresh water, to make 
coffee-water. While the water is boil- 
ing, coffee beans are darkly roasted 
over a low fire, then ground in a 
wooden mortar. The coffee-water is 
then transferred to another pot, and 
the freshly-ground coffee added to it, 
with two or three seeds of cardamom. 
The new coffee is brewed slowly on 
hot coals without boiling. When it is 
ready, it is poured into a third pot, 
the grounds are boiled with fresh 


water, then look for a shady place to 
tie it 


Only when the air cooled some- 


what, did action resume. Abu-Ali, a 
wild Bedouin from the tribe of the 
Hujeiraat, jumped on one of the 
horses and started racing around the 
tent, waving his whip and shouting 
loudly, challenging everybody to a 
race. It was somewhat strange, since it 
wasn't even his horse. 


Within a few minutes he was 


joined by others who started racing 
all over the field, but any resem- 
blance to an organized race was pure- 
ly accidental. For an Arab, his horse is 
his honor, and sportsmanship takes a 
low second position to winning a 
race. Consequently, starting is very 
seldom even. More likely, one ri- 
der would come charging behind an- 
other, giving him a few seconds warn- 
ing to start his horse, which he would

then pass. Even when horses are lined 
up for an even scan, some of the ri- 
ders are bound to be halfway down 
the runway before the signal is given. 


They like to race, their long, white, 


head dresses flying in the wind, whips 
waving, shouts ringing. They would 
try to block each other, push their 
opponents off the field, or guide 
them against a big rock. Only a few 
years ago, rivals would still sneak to 
their opponents' horses on the night 
before the race, and cut the tendons 
above the animals' hooves, or feed 
them barley mixed with soap, to 
make sure they couldn't run the next 
day. I often had to race against them 
with the reins in my left hand, and 
the whip in my right — not for the 
horse, but for anyone who may try to 
crowd me or cut in front. 


If Bedouin races don't result in 


fights, murders and feuds, it is mostly 
because they very seldom lose a race. 
You see, if one is passed by another 
in a race, he either stops his horse, 
denying he was even racing, or he 
may change direction abruptly, dash 
to the side of the field, then claim he 
lost control of the horse, and there- 
fore the race didn't count. Late in the 
afternoon, after the noise and the 
mad scramble on the field died down, 
a friend from the city who was wait- 
ing patiently with his camera all that 
time, came to me. He wanted to 
know when the races were going to 
start, so he could shoot some pic- 
tures. 


It was a lively, warm celebration, 


but for the Bedouins, the real treat 
took place the next evening. I had 
spent half the night following the 
feast developing color films, so when 
a few Arabs came over the next even- 
ing to say good-bye, I projected the 
slides for them. Within a few hours 
the news was all over the hills, and 
till the small hours of the night I kept 
showing them again and again as new 
groups kept arriving at our house, to 
see themselves in color, larger then 
life, reliving the celebration on a 
large, white wall. 


A few days later I was showing the 


slides to a group of Israeli friends, in 
a small New York apartment. It was 
cold and rainy outside, a grey misery 
of a city, but inside the skies were 
blue and the hillsides green on the 
wall, and the Bedouins from the 
mountains were racing and laughing 
above the modest furniture. I was al- 
ready homesick. 


I suspect the story is not yet over. 


This summer I plan to go home again, 
and a few weeks ago I received my 
first hint of events to come. The Ar- 
abs, my father wrote me, were asking 
when I was finally going to get mar- 
ried.

"If you are going to play 


a game, go the whole 
route," said Ted Fasy, 5043 
Brayton Ave,, Long Beach, 


Fasy's game is rifles. It 


costs him $2,000 and 1,000 
hours a year. His whole life 
is controlled by his guns. 
They tell him what he shall 
eat and what he shall drink. 
In moments of leisure he 
finds himself thinking about 
some problems of the art 
and science of ballistics. 


And what does he get out 


of it? 


Well, there is glory. He is 


at present the straightest 
shooter in the United 
States. Last year at the 
National Rifle Association's 
high power matches at 
Camp Perry he took the 
national championship, the 
Wright Memorial Trophy, 
with a score of 1,555 out of 
1,600 points. He also won 
the Wimbledon Cup with a 
100-point perfect score. His 
machine shop, filled with 
precision gunsmith tools, 
displays dozens of medals 
and trophies. 


"But I suppose the real 


reward is self-control," Fasy 
said. "There is satisfaction in 
feeling you can master 
yourself/' 


Most fine riflemen "grew 


up with guns in their 
hands." Fathers or brothers 


taught little fellows how to 
shoot. 


"I'm from New York City 


and guns aren't very popular 
there," Fasy said. "I didn't 
know anything about them 
until I joined the Navy in 
1946. In 1963 I was on a 
mine disposal team. For a 
rest I was sent to the Point 
Fermin rifle range.

Opponents of nuclear power have 


grossly exaggerated the radiation risks 
from nuclear power plants, a scientist 
says. 


Dr. Victor P. Bond, associate direc- 


tor of Brookhaven National Laboratory, 
has denounced certain "scare-laden" 
statements. 


Dr. Bond was referring to state- 


ments which imply that current U.S. 
standards for radiation emissions from 
nuclear power plants could lead to thou- 
sands of additional cancer deaths. 


The cancer death calculations are 


the work of two scientists at Lawrence 
Radiation Laboratory, Livermore. 


But Dr. Bond says the two nuclear 


critics have overestimated the risk and 
have "enormously exaggerated the dose 
an individual might receive by depicting 
a situation that is totally impossible with- 
in radiation guidelines." 


Operation of nuclear plants, now 


and in the foreseeable future, would not 
contribute even one additional cancer 
fatality per year, Dr. Bond asserts. 


Improved methods of selecting 


donor kidneys have boosted the survival 
of cadaver organs in transplant opera- 
tions, researchers report. 


An improved technique of typing 


the organ is helping to improve survival. 
Also contributing to survival is an organ 
preservation unit developed by Dr. Folk- 
ert O. Belzer, which can preserve a kid- 
ney for up to 50 hours while matching 
procedures are being performed. 


The report is in the Journal of the 


American Medical Association. 


A combination drug, containing a 


female hormone and a tranquilizef, can 
give marked relief to a high percentage 
of women with menopausal symptoms. 


Dr. Harry S. Douglas of Washing- 


ton, D.C., reports that the drug Milprem 
is especially beneficial in relieving anxie- 
ty in these patients. 


Milprem contains estrogen, a female 


hormone, and meprobamate, a widely 
known tranquilizer. 


In a trial in which 25 women took 


estrogen alone and 25 took Milprem, 
both groups improved, the doctor said. 
But those who took Milprem benefited 
more. 


The report is in Medical Annals of 


the District of Columbia. 


A fruit-flavored fluoride tablet 


shows promise in combating tooth de- 
cay, reports the National Institute of 
Dental Research.

Tests with school children in the 


first three grades indicate that the daily 
chewing of a tablet over two years can 
reduce decay by 23 per cent. 


A reliable, economical screening 


test for pregnancy can now be per- 
formed in the doctor's office. 


Known as the 'Twentisec" test, the 


procedure is based on a simple chemical 
color change in the patient's urine, ac- 
cording to an announcement from the 
manufacturer. 


A device called the Apollo Shield, 


or Apollo Cover, is proving valuable in 
the treatment of severe burns. 


The shield is a canopy — a curved 


sandwich, if you will - of two pieces of 
Plexiglas with a layer of vaporized metal 
between them. An electric current 
through the metal makes it radiate heat. 
The amount of heat is regulated by a 
thermometer on the patient This ther- 
mometer sends signals to a small control 
unit. 


Heat reduces water loss from the 


patient and also cuts down basal metabo- 
lism, to leave the patient stronger. And 
the patient is more comfortable.. 


The cover gets its name because it 
US5S, Jhe same material found in the 
windshield of the Apollo spacecraft.

experience with death, such as loss of 
spouse or parent. Interestingly, parental 
death (almost always mother's) was the 
most frequent choice, often apparently 
outranking the loss of husband or wife."

different in quality from 
that of an infantryman on 
the firing line or a hunter 
seeking his buck, competent 
as those men may be. At 
600 yards he can put more 
holes in a bull's-eye the size 
of a dinner plate than any 
man in the country. At 
1,000 yards - a distance 
the length of 10 football 
fields, or more than half 
mile — he can aim with 
pinpoint precision through 
driving winds and rain. He 
did just that to win the 
Wimbledon Cup. 


Absolute perfection of 


equipment is the ideal. Ted 
figures his rifles should 
shoot perfect scores without 
his help. It is only when the 
man steps up to the firing 
line that error - human 
error — should appear. 


"There is really not much 


left, except myself, to make 
the difference between a 
perfect score and one not so 
perfect," he said. 


Fasy uses three 


Winchesters .308 for 
competition. There is his 
No. 1 rifle, his back-up rifle 
and a third, which may be in 
the shop* These are not the 
arms you might buy in a 
sporting goods store. Each 
has been rebuilt to his 
special needs before it 
appears on the range. They 
have extra-long, extra-heavy 
barrels and stocks carved to 
fit his cheek, shoulder and 
arms. Each rifle weighs 14 
pounds. 


The most important part 


of a firearm is the barrel. 
Absolute precision is Fasy's 
goal. Each barrel is bored 
and rifled, then test-fired on 
a special metal stand. 
Twenty shots should make a 
single hole in a target 


"I am one of three or 


four in the United States 
doing this," Fasy said. 


Barrels are expendable. 


They have, for Fasy's 
purposes, a life of 1,500 
rounds. 


Two kinds of sights are 


generally used — the 
telescope and the aperture 
or iron sight. The telescope, 
usually a 12-power with 
cross-hairs, is used in 
competitions such as the 
Wimbledon Cup. In other 
competitions only iron 
sights with elevation and 


windage adjustments are 
permitted. 


Elevation is important 


because a bullet falls 36 feet 
on its way to a target 1,000 
yards away. Wind may 
require corrections up to 
several yards. The correct 
adjustments are made in 
test rounds. Results are 
checked with a spotting 
scope. 


"Long-range target 


shooting takes extreme 
concentration and body 
control," Fasy said. "One 
match provides as much 
exercise as 18 holes of golf, 
and the mental stress is 
equivalent to several chess 
games." 


Fasy's workshop is "ship- 


shape" in the highest naval 
traditions of cleanliness, 
neatness and efficiency. It 
contains a lathe, the testing 
stand and many kinds of 
specialized gunsmithing 
tools. Here he loads his 
cartridges. An electronic 
scale measures the powder 
to an accuracy of one-half of 
a tenth of a grain. 


Fasy is a member of the 


National Rifle Association's 
Hard Holders Club, He 
shoots with the Santiago 
Rifle Club, Orange; the 
Camariflo Rifle Club and 
the Burbank Rifle Club. 


The National Rifle 


Association has been 
criticized for its opposition 
to gun-control legislation. 
Member Fasy believes in 
moderate gun controls. 
Convicted felons and mental 
patients should not be 
permitted to own guns, he 
feels. Certain kinds of guns 
should not be available to 
the public. Authorities 
should know who is buying 
guns and for what purposes. 
But in these lawless times 
the right of law-abiding 
citizens to defend 
themselves and their 
families must be maintained. 


But, above all, Ted Fasy 


believes in marksmanship as 
a sport which is good for 
people. He would like to 
see many more men and 
women on the firing ranges. 
Shooting requires skill, 
knowledge, self-control, 
concentration and the will 
to practice and practice. It is 
both a science and an art. 


At least, if you do it the

|y dad speaks his mind. He 


always talks straight from the 
shoulder. Once he gets on 
an issue he sticks with it." 


That's the way 23-year-old Bob Hickel 


sums up his father, Walter J. Hickel, the 
Secretary of the Interior. And in those 
words there is important meaning to 
the youth of the United States. For to 
the surprise of Washington and much 
of the nation, the short, stocky, 50-year- 
old Hickel, once regarded by many as 
simply a conservative pal of oil in- 
terests, has emerged as a determined 
champion of young people. 


In his now famous letter to President 


Nixon, actually a private communica- 
tion which somehow was bootlegged to 
the press, Hickel warned: "We have an 
obligation to communicate with our 
youth and listen to their ideas and 
problems ... Youth in its protest must 
be heard/' 


Hickel hits hard—but not impul- 


sively. He'd been pondering the Nixon 
Administration's 
estrangement 
from 


youth for some time and it was after 
an hour-long conversation with another 
ofx his sons, Walter Jr., 22, a college 
student, that he sent the letter to the

President, just when Nixon appeared 
increasingly insulated from the rising 
chorus of war protest. 


Hickel is certainly on firm ground in 


any claim to know what's bugging 
youth these days, for his own family is, 
in effect, a board of consultants of wide 
range. He has two sons out of college, 
two in college, one in high school and 
one in grade school. Also, as Bob Hickel 
puts it: 


"The 
environmental 
issue 
has 


brought him close to a lot of college 
students. He thinks they're a pretty 
good bunch." 


The real Hickel 


Hickel's letter, which may well have 


encouraged Nixon to take a more con- 
ciliatory attitude toward students, was 
merely the most dramatic in a series of 
episodes which have shown him to be 
quite different from the man his critics 
expected. His ardent concern for the 
environment, toughness toward pol- 
luters, rapport with the young, and 
blunt, Western-style candor have con- 
vinced nearly everyone in Washington 
that there is a "new" Hickel. But if you 
ask those who have known him over 
the years, they will tell you there is no 


new Hickel; it is just the real Hlcket 
showing through. 


As Alaska's gnarled, old ex-Sen. Ernest 


Cruening, an outspoken Democrat and 
political opponent of Hickel, puts it: 
"He has always been a friendly and 
frank guy. You never felt there was any 
guile about him, nothing cold-blooded 
about him." Even the conservationists 
who so strongly opposed his confirma- 
tion seem to have been won over. Says 


Lloyd Tupling of the militant Sierra 
Club: "Although I've always felt that 
the reason for his appointment was oil 
and Alaska, I think he's done a generally 
very constructive job." 


Walter Joseph Hickel talked to PA- 


RADE in his baronial Interior Depart- 
ment office. "I think the whole ques- 
tion of how man lives, not only in 
relation to his environment, is what 
concerns young America today," he 
said. "For a long time, now, the first 
priority has been defense and I think 
the young are saying we need a new 
priority—maybe the living of life, rather 
than the destruction of it." 


Asked about his letter to Nixon, he 


answered with a question. He wanted 
to know what people are saying about 
it. Told that the response seemed over- 
whelmingly favorable, he suggested that 
people may feel it was just something 
that had to be said. 


"The President," said Hickel, quick 


to reassert his loyalty, "is a very con- 
siderate man." But he added pointedly 
that "the availability of his [the Presi- 
dent's] time to concentrate on the many 
problems of America and the world is 
where the priorities have to be set." 


Sons approve 


Among those who reacted immedi- 


ately to the letter were two of the 
Hickel sons. Jack, 19, a University of 
San Francisco student, commented, 
"I'm very glad he wrote the letter and 
I'm glad it got out. I'm definitely against 
Vietnam. I think my dad feels that if 
it comes to alienating the American 
people any further, he would just as 
soon see us pull out. People do know 
that there is someone in the Cabinet 
who cares about youth and is willing 
to stand up and say what he thinks." 
As for his fellow students, Jack reported, 
"They loved the letter. They thought it 
was great. Some of them said, 'Tell 
your dad congratulations and to keep 
it up.'" 


Walter Jr., from the University of 


Alaska, wrote his father, "Without a 
doubt your views, dad, represent the 
views of the American people and I'm 
damned proud to have a father such

One person was not a bit surprised 


over the letter— Ermalee Hickel, the 
Secretary's wife. She told PARADE: "He 
has strong feelings about the young 
and he's been very concerned about 
their problems. He was convinced that 
things were coming to a head. He does 
have a feeling for young people and 
he thinks young. Remember he hit the 
road when he was a young man and his 
mother didn't know where he was until 
he wrote her." Mrs. Hickel felt that to 
some extent the letter sprang out of 
family chemistry: "We're a noisy family 
and we have some noisy discussions. 
Our sons hold strong views. Their father 
talks to them and listens to them." 


Young Alaska 


The average age in Alaska is about 


five years below the national average. 
This, in addition to his six sons, may 
explain why Hickel has always had 
good rapport with youth. He has shown 
a preference for the ideas of his younger 
staffers, both in government and in his 
building empire. 


Those close to him say that Hickel 


had been impressed with the idealism 
and purpose of the college students he 
had met during visits to campuses. He 
has faced some rough confrontations 
with students. During the 1968 cam- 
paign, an angry group of black militants 
took over the question and answer ses- 
sion during an appearance at UCLA. 
Hickel faced them for 70 minutes, not 
often agreeing with them but giving 
straight answers to their questions. The 
black youths were sufficiently im- 
pressed with his candor to award him a 
portrait of Malcolm X after the meeting. 


Concerning hostile student ques- 


tions, Hickel said: "If you recognize the 
fact that these are sincere efforts to be 
inquisitive, then you have an opportu- 
nity to communicate." 


Unity on environment 


Always the optimist, Hickel regards 


the militancy of today's students not as 
a threat, but an opportunity. With the 
environment rapidly becoming perhaps 
the foremost issue of the day, he sees a 
chance to harness the youthful energy 
of students in a national movement, in- 
cluding a Peace Corps-type organiza- 
tion to tackle environmental issues. Al- 
though he does not say so publicly, he 
is known to oppose continued Ameri- 
can involvement in Vietnam and to have 
been especially dismayed by the Cam- 
bodian invasion which he saw as re- 
directing the energies of the young 
toward the divisive war issue and away 
from the unifying issue of the environ- 
ment, 


Nevertheless, Wally Hickel still goes 


about his business with his usual en- 
thusiasm and optimism. He rises about 
6:30 a.m. in his red-brick home in a 
fashionable Washington suburb, does 
a rapid series of calisthenics, shaves 
quickly with an electric razor, and has a 


light breakfast of grapefruit, a muffin 
and black coffee. In 20 minutes he is 
ready to head for the office. He keeps a 
whirlwind schedule of appointments, 
usually eating a light lunch at his desk. 


When time allows, Hickel enjoys 


walks in the woods. He can be seen 
frequently jogging in shorts or sweat 
clothes through the dignified suburban 
neighborhood. Sometimes, a group of 
kids will join him as he jogs. 


When Hickel talks, words tumble out 


in quick flurries. His hands move, he 
turns in his chair, leans back, then for- 
ward. He is restless, impatient, deter- 
mined. He is open and friendly as a 
neighborhood bartender (which he 
once was) but assertive and combative 
as a welterweight boxer (which he also 
once was). His close associates say he is 
optimistic and ebullient, but quick to 
flare up. 


Although not a great speaker, asso- 


ciates say his public speaking is vastly 
improved over what it once was. "Let's 
face it," he told a college audience re- 
cently, "man is a messy animal. I know 
of no other animal on earth which is as 
messy. This is the obvious root of the 
criminal. disregard of our beautiful 
streams and lakes and air." 


If anyone doubted he thought pol- 


lution was criminal, he requested a Fed- 
eral grand jury investigation of last 
winter's disastrous oil spill at the Chev- 
ron Oil Company's rigs in the Gulf of 
Mexico. The result was an unprece- 
dented 900-count indictment against 
the company. Earlier, he ordered oil 
drilling in the Santa Barbara channel 
stopped after a bad leakage until more 
stringent drilling regulations were writ- 
ten. And he required public hearings 
before any new drilling permits were 
issued 


These actions, probably more than 


any others, have eased the fears conser- 
vationists had about him when he was 
appointed. He was known in Alaska as 


When Nixon appointed Hickel Secretary of the Interior, many regarded the former 
Alaska Governor as merely a friend of oil interests. He gave them quite a surprise. 


Hickel jumps rope: a onetime boxer, 
and health-conscious, he has had a 
sauna bath installed in the basement 
gymnasium of the Interior Department. 


a close ally of the oil interests, and it 
was whispered in Washington that 
Nixon had appointed him on the advice 
of Robert O. Anderson, head of the 
Atlantic-Richfield Oil Company. When 
Hickel remarked at an early news con- 
ference that he opposed "conservation 
for conservation's sake," the, environ- 
mentalists were horrified and the state- 
ment, which Hickel still stands by, 
dogged him throughout the confirma- 
tion hearings. 


Sense of humor 


Embattled though he was, Hickel kept 


his sense of humor. He delighted in 
telling a joke he had heard about his 
appointment. While Nixon was trying 
to make up his mind on the Interior job, 
according to the story, one of his ad- 
visers remarked that "any hick'll do," 
and Hicket was named soon afterward. 


After the Senate finally approved him 


by a vote of 73 to 16, Hickel had copies 
of the stormy confirmation hearings 
bound and titled, "How to Get a Job 
in Government Without Really Trying," 
and handed them out to members of 
the Senate Interior Committee. 


The odyssey of Waller Hickel began 


in Claflin, Kans. In 1938 he hitchhiked 
to Kansas City where he won the Golden 
Gloves welterweight boxing title. He 
kept moving for two years, finally set- 
ting out for Australia. But when he 
found he needed a passport, he decided 
to go to Alaska instead. He arrived by 
freight car in Anchorage on Aug. 20, 
1940, two days after his 21st birthday. 
According to Alaska legend, all he had 
was a quarter, a dime and two pennies. 
He slept on the floor of a cabin on the 
edge of town for a time and washed 
dishes for his meals in a place called 
Richmond's Cafe. During the war, he 
worked at an air base in the daytime 
and put his boxing ability to use at night 
as a bouncer in the Seven Seas saloon. 


His first wife died in 1943 and two 


years later, Hickel married Ermalee 
Strutz, the good-looking daughter of a 
pioneer Alaska family.

After ho 
announced the expanded tourist hours 
at the Carlsbad Caverns in New Mexico, 
he got an irate, three-page letter from 
a Senator who felt he had been left out 
of the decision. Hlckel's aides recall that 
he read the unusually harsh letter with- 
out pausing, then glanced up and said, 
with a straight face, "Send him a tele- 
gram saying, 'Shove It, strong letter 
follows.'" 


In philosophical mood 


Hickel can be quite philosophical at 


times. In one recent speech, he made 
it clear that his concern for the environ- 
ment is not a new-found cause. "Per- 
haps because of my Alaskan heritage," 
he said, "I think a great deal about the 
need for a personal kind of ecology— 
call it the ecology of the mind and spirit 
of man. Most of us are aware of what a 
walk in the hills does for us. There is a 
mystery attached to the variety and per- 
fection of nature—a mystery which 
stirs the wonder in a child and gives a 
grown man perspective. We are learn- 
ing about ecology as the balance in 
nature which keeps the body of a man 
or an animal healthy. There is also a 
balance that has to do with the mind 
and the soul . . . If we helped refresh 
the inner man we could begin to answer 
such real problems as those of the 
inner city.

|y dad speaks his mind. He 


always talks straight from the 
shoulder. Once he gets on 
an issue he sticks with it." 


That's the way 23-year-old Bob Hickel 


sums up his father, Walter j. Hickel, the 
Secretary of the Interior. And in those 
words there is important meaning to 
the youth of the United States. For to 
the surprise of Washington and much 
of the nation, the short, stocky, 50-year- 
old Hickel, once regarded by many as 
simply a conservative pal of oil in- 
terests, has emerged as a determined 
champion of young people. 


In his now famous letter to President 


Nixon, actually a private communica- 
tion which somehow was bootlegged to 
the press, Hickel warned: "We have an 
obligation to communicate with our 
youth and listen to their ideas and 
problems... Youth in its protest must 
be heard." 


Hickel hits hard—but not impul- 


sively. He'd been pondering the Nixon 
Administration's estrangement from 
youth for some time and it was after 
an hour-long conversation with another 
of his sons, Walter Jr., 22, a college 
student, that he sent the letter to the 
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by Jack Anderson 


President, just when Nixon appeared 
increasingly insulated from the rising 
chorus of war protest. 


Hickel is certainly on firm ground in 


any claim to know what's bugging 
youth these days, for his own family is, 
In effect, a board of consultants of wide 
range. He has two sons out of college, 
two in college, one in high school and 
one in grade school. Also, as Bob Hickel 
puts it:

The real Hickel 


Hickel's letter, which may well have 


encouraged Nixon to take a more con- 
ciliatory attitude toward students, was 
merely the most dramatic in a series of 
episodes which have shown him to be 
quite different from the man his critics 
expected. His ardent concern for the 
environment, toughness toward pol- 
luters, rapport with the young, and 
blunt, Western-style candor have con- 
vinced nearly everyone in Washington 
that there is a "new" Hickel, But if you 
ask those who have known him over 
the years, they will tell you there is no 


new Hickel; it is just the real Hickel 
showing through. 


As Alaska's gnarled, old ex-Sen. Ernest 


Cruening, an outspoken Democrat and 
political opponent of Hickel, puts it; 
"He has always been a friendly and 
frank guy. You never felt there was any 
guile about him, nothing cold-blooded 
about him." Even the conservationists 
who so strongly opposed his confirma- 
tion seem to have been won over. Says 


Lloyd Tupling of the militant Sierra 
Club: "Although I've always felt that 
the reason for his appointment was oil 
and Alaska, I think he's done a generally 
very constructive job." 


Walter Joseph Hickel talked to PA- 


RADE in his baronial Interior Depart- 
ment office. "\ think the whole ques- 
tion of how man lives, not only in 
relation to his environment, is what 
concerns young America today," he 
said. "For a long time, now, the first 
priority has been defense and I think 
the young are saying we need a new 
priority—maybe the living of life, rather 
than the destruction of it." 


Asked about his letter to Nixon, he 


answered with a question. He wanted 
to know what people are saying about 
it. Told that the response seemed over- 
whelmingly favorable, he suggested that 
people may feel it was just something 
that had to be said. 


"The President," said Hickel, quick 


to reassert his loyalty, "is a very con- 
siderate man." But he added pointedly 
that "the availability of his [the Presi- 
dent's] time to concentrate on the many 
problems of America and the world is 
where the priorities have to be set." 


Sons approve 


Among those who reacted immedi- 


ately to the letter were two of the 
Hickel sons, jack, 19, a University of 
San Francisco student, commented, 
"I'm very glad he wrote the letter and 
I'm glad it got out. I'm definitely against 
Vietnam. I think my dad feels that if 
it comes to alienating the American 
people any further, he would just as 
soon see us pull out. People do know 
that there is someone in the Cabinet 
who cares about youth and is willing 
to stand up and say what he thinks." 
As for his fellow students, Jack reported, 
"They loved the letter. They thought it 
was great. Some of them said, Tell 
your dad congratulations and to keep 
it up.'" 


Walter jr., from the University of 


Alaska, wrote his father, "Without a 
doubt your views, dad, represent the 
views of the American people and I'm 
damned proud to have a father such 
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as you." 


One person was not a bit surprised 


over the letter—Ermalee Hickel, the 
Secretary's wife. She told PARADE: "He 
has strong feelings about the young 
and he's been ver'y concerned about 
their problems. He was convinced that 
things were coming to a head. He does 
have a feeling for young people and 
he thinks young. Remember he hit the 
road when he was a young man and his 
mother didn't know where he was until 
he wrote her." Mrs. Hickel felt that to 
some extent the letter sprang out of 
family chemistry: "We're a noisy family 
and we have some noisy discussions. 
Our sons hold strong views. Their father 
talks to them and listens to them." 


Young Alaska 


The average age in Alaska is about 


five years below the national average. 
This, in addition to his six sons, may 
explain why Hickel has always had 
good rapport with youth. He has shown 
a preference for the ideas of his younger 
staffers, both in government and in his 
building empire. 


Those close to him say that Hickel 


had been impressed with the idealism 
and purpose of the college students he 
had met during visits to campuses. He 
has faced some rough confrontations 
with students. During the 1968 cam- 
paign, an angry group of black militants 
took over the question and answer ses- 
sion during an appearance at UCLA. 
Hickel faced them for 70 minutes, not 
often agreeing with them but giving 
straight answers to their questions. The 
black 
youths were sufficiently im- 


pressed with his candor to award him a 
portrait of Malcolm X after the meeting. 


Concerning hostile student ques- 


tions, Hickel said: "If you recognize the 
fact that these are sincere efforts to be 
inquisitive, then you have an opportu- 
nity to communicate." 


Unity on environment 


Always the optimist, Hickel regards 


the militancy of today's students not as 
a threat, but an opportunity. With the 
environment rapidly becoming perhaps 
the foremost issue of the day, he sees a 
chance to harness the youthful energy 
of students in a national movement, in- 
cluding a Peace Corps-type organiza- 
tion to tackle environmental issues. Al- 
though he does not say so publicly, he 
is known to oppose continued Ameri- 
can involvement in Vietnam and to have 
been especially dismayed by the Cam- 
bodian invasion which he saw as re- 
directing the energies of the young 
toward the divisive war issue and away 
from the unifying issue of the environ- 
ment 


Nevertheless, Wally Hickel still goes 


about his business with his usual en- 
thusiasm and optimism. He rises about 
6:30 a.m. in his red-brick home in a 
fashionable Washington suburb, does 
a rapid series of calisthenics, shaves 
quickly with an electric razor, and has a 


light breakfast of grapefruit, a muffin 
and black coffee. In 20 minutes he is 
ready to head for the office. He keeps a 
whirlwind schedule of appointments, 
usually eating a light lunch at his desk. 


When time allows, Hickel enjoys 


walks in the woods. He can be seen 
frequently jogging in shorts or sweat 
clothes through the dignified suburban 
neighborhood. Sometimes, a group of 
kids will join him as he jogs. 


When Hickel talks, words tumble out 


in quick flurries. His hands move, he 
turns in his chair, leans back, then for- 
ward. He is restless, impatient, deter- 
mined. He is open and friendly as a 
neighborhood bartender (which he 
once was) but assertive and combative 
as a welterweight boxer (which he also 
once was). His close associates say he is 
optimistic and ebullient, but quick to 
flare up. 


Although not a great speaker, asso- 


ciates say his public speaking is vastly 
improved over what it once was. "Let's 
face it," he told a college audience re- 
cently, "man is a messy animal. I know 
of no other animal on earth which is as 
messy. This is the obvious root of the 
criminal. disregard of our beautiful 
streams and lakes and air/' 


If anyone doubted he thought pol- 


lution was criminal, he requested a Fed- 
eral grand jury investigation of last 
winter's disastrous oil spill at the Chev- 
ron Oil Company's rigs in the Gulf of 
Mexico. The result was an unprece- 
dented 900-count indictment against 
the company* Earlier, he ordered oil 
drilling in the Santa Barbara channel 
stopped after a bad leakage until more 
stringent drilling regulations were writ- 
ten. And he required public hearings 
before any new drilling permits were 
issued 


These actions, probably more than 


any others, have eased the fears conser- 
vationists had about him when he was 
appointed.

When 
Hickel remarked at an early news con- 
ference that he opposed "conservation 
for conservation's sake," the, environ- 
mentalists were horrified and the state- 
ment, whkh Hickel still stands by, 
dogged him throughout the confirma- 
tion hearings. 


Sense of humor 


Embattled though he was, Hickel kept 


his sense of humor. He delighted in 
telling a joke he had heard about his 
appointment. While Nixon was trying 
to make up his mind on the Interior job, 
according to the story, one of his ad- 
visers remarked that "any hlck'll do," 
and Hickel was named soon afterward. 


After the Senate finally approved him 


by a vote of 73 to 16, Hickel had copies 
of the stormy confirmation hearings 
bound and titled, "How to Get a Job 
in Government Without Really Trying," 
and handed them out to members of 
the Senate interior Committee. 


The odyssey of Walter Hickel began 


in Clafiin, Kans. In 1938 he hitchhiked 
to Kansas City where he won the Golden 
Gloves welterweight boxing title. He 
kept moving for two years, finally set- 
ting out for Australia. But when he 
found he needed a passport, he decided 
to go to Alaska instead. He arrived by 
freight car in Anchorage on Aug. 20, 
1940, two days after his 21st birthday.

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cation and Welfare. The report, covering 
329 injuries or deaths resulting from burning 
clothes and fabrics, states: 


"Studies show that the samples obtained 


from the investigated fabric ignition cases 
either meet the existing standards for flam- 
mability or are not covered by the stan- 
dards." 


What about the flammability of carpets, 


draperies, upholstery and bedding? A 1967 
amendment to the Flammable Fabrics Act 
extended the coverage to include these "in- 
terior furnishings," directing the Secretary 
of Commerce to establish standards in each 
area. After more than two years of research 
and testing, the first standard was issued 
this past April on surface flammability for 
carpets and rugs. The test used to determine 
flammability consists of igniting a methena- 
mine burning tablet in the center of a nine- 
by-nine-inch carpet sample. If the carpet 
burns to within one inch of the edge, it fails 
the "pill test." 


Nursing home cited 


When 
the carpet standard was an- 


nounced, immediate cries of disbelief came 
from Sen, Frank Moss, Utah Democrat, who 
labeled it "totally ineffective." Moss had 
good reason to be astonished. Two months 
earlier, Moss, as chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Housing for the Elderly, 
had concluded extensive hearings into a 
Marietta, Ohio, nursing home fire which 
killed 32 patients in January. 


"Our hearings," said Moss, "disclosed that 


the carpet {nylon-tufted, bonded onto foam 
rubber backing, which is typical of much of 
the wall-to-wall 
carpeting installed in 


homes)... in the nursing home burned with 
great rapidity and the foam rubber backing 
produced excessive amounts of thick, black 
smoke. The smoke from this burning car- 
pet/' he added, "was assigned as the main 
cause of death." Most of the victims died of 
asphyxiation. 


Moss adds hisdamningindictment: "What 


was most surprising was the revelation that 
this* same carpet from the Marietta home 
passed the Government test for flamma- 
bility." 


New sleepwear standard 


While present flammability regulations 


offer the public little protection, the first 
genuinely valid standard is expected to be 
announced sometime this summer on chil- 
dren's steepwear. The new standard, which 
should dispel at least some of the criticism 
directed at past performance by the Com- 
merce Department, will be a "flat, no-burn 
requirement" according to a department 
source. 


One of the main problems encountered 


in trying to establish a standard is the pro- 
liferation of so-called "miracle" synthetic 
fabrics—the rayons, acetates, acrylons, ny- 
lons, polyesters and dacrons, some of which 
have a petroleum base, "It's virtually impos- 
sible to devise a single universal standard," 
asserts an engineer at the Commerce De- 
.partment's Bureau of Standards. "There are 
so many different combinations of fabrics 
on the market; you just have to consider 
each case individually." 


While one Government official somewhat 


ruefully told PARADE, "The only really safe 
alternative right now is to walk around in a 
barrel," consumers should be aware of the 
burning characteristics of fibers, outlined by 
HEW: 
• Natural Fibers: Wool is considered the 
least flammable. While it can be ignited, 
wool slowly burns itself out. Silk, itself, is not 
very flammable, but combined with other 
materials, it can be hazardous. Cotton and 
linen have a high degree of flammability, yet 
both can be made flame-retardant. 
• Cellulosic Synthetic Fibers (rayon, ace- 
tate, triacetate, etc.): As flammable as cot- 
ton; but, again, they can all be made flame- 
retardant. 
• Non-Cellulosic Synthetic Fibers (nylon, 
polyester, acrylic, etc.): HEW stresses that 
most are moderately flammable "but once 
ignited, some offer added dangers because 
of their characteristic of melting and drip- 
ping." 


In addition, two basic guidelines should 


be followed in selection of clothing: 


1. The weight and weave of garments de- 


termine how easily and quickly they burn. 
As a general rule, tightly-woven heavy fab- 
rics burn slower than loose, lightweight 
articles. FTC investigators, for example, im- 
mediately label as suspect sheer fabric or 
clothing of two ounces per square yard, or 


less. 


2. The surface of the material is also a 


flammable factor. Brushed nap fabrics or 
loose, fluffy pile will ignite much quicker 
than fabrics with hard, tight surfaces. 


Moss wants crackdown 


Meanwhile Sen. Moss intends to put con- 


tinued heat on the Commerce Department 
to come up with newer and tougher stan- 
dards—fast. The craggy Westerner reluc- 
tantly accepted the department's "pill test" 
for carpets, only after he received personal 
assurances from Commerce Secretary Mau- 
rice Stans that the standard is merely a "first 
generation" safeguard. Still, Moss demands/ 
"How long will it take the department to 
announce an acceptable test for flamma- 
bility?" 


He expects to find the answer within the 


next few days, when he opens renewed 
hearings on flammability before his Con- 
sumer Subcommittee. Moss will demand a 
definite timetable from Commerce officials, 
or else, he's prepared to force the issue with 
new legislation. Moreover, he is staunchly 
supported by three of the most powerful 
men in the Senate; Majority Whip Ted Ken- 
nedy, Edmund Muskie and Warren Mag- 
nuson. 


Mindful of the Marietta holocaust, Moss 


specifically wants flammability standards 
which will: 1) determine not only the ig- 
nition rate, but also judge the effects of 
smoke and toxic fume emissions, and 2) de- 
mand a labeling requirement for fabric and 
apparel manufacturers and importers spell- 
ing out clearly the degree of flammability. 


As one of the Senator's aides put it: 


"We're willing to'place the purchase of 
flammable products on an assumption-of- 
risk basis, but the consumer has got to know 
just what risks are involved."

Twenty members of the University 


of Arizona Anthropology Club spent a 
recent Saturday studying the artifacts 
on a 1,6 mile stretch of road near their 
campus.

3655 pieces of paper, 3291 beer cans, 
452 plastic containers, 967 bottles and 
jars, 107 abandoned auto parts, 481 
miscellaneous items. 


For centuries man lived in one area, 


exhausted the area's natural re- 
sources, then moved on, leaving his 
litter behind, 


Unfortunately in many communities 


there is now no more place, only a 
limited amount of remaining re- 
sources. Thus, it is time to think about 
re-using paper, bottles, cans, and other 
containers instead of throwing them 
away. 


Newspapers, for example, can be 


de-inked, reduced, and remade into 
fresh sheets of paper. Dealers in waste 
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products listed in your local phone 
book pay around $8 a ton for news- 
print, up to $10 a ton for cardboard, 
even $2 a ton for mixed papers. 


You, your church, your local club 


can earn a little money and simulta- 
neously save some trees, Recycling a 
year's worth of The New York Times 
will spare 36 square miles of mature 
forest. 


In Madison, Wis., citizens earn 


money for their city by segregating 
used newspapers from their other 
trash. City trucks collect the news- 
print, sell it to the local wastepaper 
dealer. 


Turning in your aluminum cans is 


another way to make a profit for your- 
self and your environment. Last fune 
the Reynolds Aluminum Company, 
world's largest manufacturer of alu- 
minum beverage cans, announced it 
would pay one-half cent for each can. 
They set up two reclamation centers, 
one in Los Angeles, the other in Mi- 
ami. Cans turned in are melted down, 
eventually re-used. 


The program, which officials esti- 


mate netted 2 percent of aluminum 
cans at large, was successful Some- 
time this summer Reynolds plans to 
start can reclamation centers in San 
Francisco, Houston, and New York* 
Coors' beer distributors in 11 Western 
states are also acting as collection 
sites,

Is it possible for authorities to de- 


tect drug-taking among schoolchil- 
dren merely by looking at them, 
ixtrtlcularly at their eyes? According 
to physicians, the answer is no. 


One sure method of detection is to 


take a urine sample, as is done in 
many athletic competitions. 


The consent of parents would be 


necessary for such a procedure, but 
many teachers, especially in schools 
with a large incidence of drug-taking, 
suggest it would be worthwhile. They 
point out that the certainty of detec- 
tion is almost always an 
efficacious 


deterrent. A pilot program by some 


progressive board of education might 
prove valuable. Certainly, private 
schools couU adopt the test if parents 
were willing.
